The Senate met pursnant to adjournment.

Mr. Gunn aiia the following resolution, which was adopted:

Monreomery, November 11, 1851. $ 


Gentlemen of the Senate 
and House of Representatives : 

The assemblage of the representatives of the people to delib- 
erate and act for the public welfare, furnishes an occasion for 
contemplating the past and endeavoring to scau the future, and 
must always be regarded an interesting occurrence. 

We live in an eventful and progressive age, and the present 
nod past years have not been wanting in striking and important 
incidents. While our people.generally have been preserved: in 
health, disease in some localities has Jevied more than its accus- 
tomed tribute to the grave. Death, who claims all seasons as His 
own, and respects neither age, sex nor condition, has cut down 
the chosen Executive of the Federal Government,—a man of 
iron nerve and unquestioned honesty, who met danger without 
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rear upon many a hard-earned battle-ficld, and, protected by an 
unseen hand, had.never surrendered. He has cast the mantle of 
raourning over the halls of legislation and hushed forever in the 
Senate Chamber the voice of one whose- memory will be hon- 
ored so long as the highest intellectual endowments,.combined 
with unsullied integrity, have their admirers. He has snatched 
from the Chamber of Justice one of its brightest jewels, and laid. 
_ prostrate not a few of our most distinguished military officers. 
in view of these things, we are constrained to acknowledge that 
‘ God alone is great,” and “Man being in honor abideth: not.” 

The long coutinued drought during “the period when our crops 
were germinating and growing, ptevented the earth from yielding 
its fruits commensurate with the labor and expectations of the 
kusbaudman. In some sections, it may be necessary to look 
«broad for iudispensable supplies; yet we have abundant canse 
of gratitude to that watchful and controlling Providence that has 

taken care of us in times past, aud ample assurances, that if obe- 
dient to the guidance of duty, the Divine. protection will be 
.ouchsafed unto us. 

The Reports of the Comptroller of Public Accounts, the 
Treasurer, aud the Commissioner and Trustee to settle the affaiis 
of the State Bank aud Biauches, will exhibit the condition of the 
puble finances so far as they have been realized or are in expec- 
taucy, together with the different items of the State debt and the- 
sams aunually required-to pay the interest thereon, &c. With- 
cut here repeating anything contained iu these reports, I beg 
icave to commend them to your carerefnl attention. 

The office of Comptroller is one of the most impor.ant in the 
State, and requires not only a were aecountant to discharge its 
duties, but the incumbent should have the capacity to understand 
the acts of the legislature which immediately coucern himselt 
and the subordinate officers who are required to have transactions 
¿nd settlements with him. Added to these qualifications, his 
l.eavy correspondence requires that he should express himself 
with ease and clearness. ‘The servises of such aman are worth 
and will comand in some other.business, quite as much as the 
salary the Comptroller now receives. 

Within the last four years the duties of this officer have been 
greatly increased, so that he cannot perform them without the 
constant assistance of at least one clerk. To be convinced of 
this, it is only necessary to remember the important-modifications 
in the tax laws, the enlarged and complicated accounts of tax- 
collectors, the examination of the assessors’ books, the sixteenth | 
sections accounts, together with much other miscellaneous busi- 
ness, added to a daily correspondence sufficient in itself to employ 
half. the time.of a ready composer and writer.. 
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We know that it cannot be the interest of the State to allow 
the pnblic service in any department to suffer for the want of 
sufficient machinery to perform it; nor can it be its policy pre- 
maturely to wear out a faithful public servant by an excess of 
labor. To prevent such a consequence, [respectfully recom- 
mend to the General Assembly to authorise the Comptroller to 
appoint a clerk at a defined salary. The Comptroller should re- 
quire of such an assistant bond with sufficient sureties for- the 
performance of all the duties devolved upon him; and when such 
bond is executed, the assistant might be authorised to act as the 
representative of his principal in the event of theabsence of the 
latter from the seat of Government, orin case of his sickness. 
While this, ora similar arrangement will impart proper efficiency 
to this branch of the financial department, it will guard against a- 
suspension of its business in either of the contingencies mentioned. 

lu respect to the Treasurer, his dunes and responsibilities are 
increased in a degree corresponding to those of the Comptroller. 
He is the custodian and the receiving and disbursing officer of a 
much larger sam of money since the passage of the tax law of 
1848, aud is required to give a bond withrsurieties, in the penalty 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

The duties of this officer require his daily attention, though 
he may not be constantly employed; and I respectfully submit 
to you whether his salary should not be increased. In receiving 
the large sams of money which are frequently paid into the 


treasury, as well as in disbursiug them, he is liable to sustain 


losses by miscalculations and spurious Bank biils, far exceeding. 
in amount the compensation he receives; added te these, the 
requisition of a bond fora quarter of a militen of dollars is enti- 
tled to some consideration in adjusting the salary. 

I cannot speak with exactness of the condition of the business 
confided: to the Commissioner and Trustee to settle the affairs of 
the State Bank and Branches, bat suppose it-has not approxima { 
ted a close, so as to make the longer continuance of that office 
nnuecessary. The debts still due these Banks,: I assume, make 
x large sum in the aggregate, much of which is iu litigation or 
in a course of settlement by compromise and otherwise. This 
litigation involves the recovery of debts and the title to real: 
estate, and it is fair to suppose, can be more efficiently conducted - 
by those who are familiar with its details, than by confiding it to 
officers-charged with other duties, or even to local agents. 

Considering the large indebtedness of this State, the reduction 
of her bond debt isa matter of great interest to the people. To' 
effect this object,.requires a familiarity with the operations of 
the stock market, at-home and abroad, which can only be acquire- 
ed:by.experience-in that line-of business. 
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The semi-annual payments of interest on the best terms the 
rate of exchange will allow, require atone prudence and good 
judgment. 

The present system of settling the affairs of our Banks has 
been in operation about six years, and has succeeded much bet- 
ter than any other that had been previously tried. This in itself 
is a potent reason against a change and in favor of the contin- 
uance of the system. 

The Comptroller and Treasurer are confined to their offices by 
thelr appropriate and regular duties, and with their admitted 
faithfuluess and competency could uot discharge the various 
functions of the Commissioner and Trustee. I have, therefore, 
no hesitation in advising the coutinnance of this office as loug as 
if promises to be beneticial to the State 

To prevent special anplicatious to the legislature, the Come 
“nissloner and Trustee should be authorised, 19 bis diseretion, to 
extend ‘froin time tu tine, wpou the payment of interest, any debt 
due the State Bank, or either of the Branehes, when such an 
arrangement would be more Lenedcial to the State thau the col- 
lection of the meLey.' 

The General Assembly. at its last session, and the people them- 
selves seemed to be impressed with the belief, that the State 
was in a better condition as to Cie relative amounts of its Habili- 
ties aud reavurces than the frets justitied. 

T think the taxes evilected the two last fiseal years fell below 
the demands upon the treasury and the Commissioner aud Trus- 
tee. Onur indeotadness nten bends and stocks cannot be regar- 
ded an inconsiderable atlair, when the deterest and the current 

expenses of Government exceed the reveunie collected by taxation, 
which under ordinary cireumsiicves Would ba considered mtoi- 
erably oppressive. The canse of feberation wili havea draw- 
back, until our liabilities are so mnch reduced that the annual 
revenue, li addition to defraying the eee demands upon the 
treasury, Wil pay. not only the mterest of our debt, bat sing a 
considerable portion of the priucip aie 

In my message tothe last Legislature, I discussed. quite at 
large, the subject of Banks and a Paper Currency. The views 
then presented still have my approval, and, without indulging iz 
repetition, I beg to refer to them. 

The doubt I then expressed, whether the Free Bank System, 
as it is designated iu New York aud other States, could be relied 
on to furnish a currency with us, has settled into an opinion 
against the maintainance of the system to any great extent"1 
this State, No one has availed himself of the privilege conferred 
by the act of the last session, “To authorize and regulate the 
business of Banking,” nor am Į advised that any one contem- 
plates doing so, 
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Our banking capital is altogether insufficent to meet the de- 
mands of a healthfnl and regular business; and the banks now 


in existence are located in Mobile, where the accommadations 
they are prepared to afford, fall far short of the good paper that 
is offered. ‘The merchants in the interior are compelled to borraw 
_of individual capitalists, or foreign banks, on terms often incon- 
venient and oppressive ; and of course look to their customers to 
reimburse the extraordinary interest and charges to which they 
fre thus subjected. 
It is not within the competency of the Legistature to supply at 
a single session the inconvenience of a detect local currericy— 
its powersjbeing restricted by the Constitution to the establishment 
of asingle bank. The inabilty to furnish a complete reinedy 
for the evil is, however, no reason for the fatlure to act at all; 
but should rather quicken our dilligence, so that what mnst bea 
gradual work. may be consummated as speedily as possible. 
{therefore recommend to the Legislature, asa measure demand- 
ed by the interests of the people, to incorporate -one stock bank, 
with a capital not exceeding a half million of ‘dollars, subject to 
rules and restrietious simular to these coutamed in the act “To 
incorpmate the Southern Bauk.of Alabama.” The amount of 
the capital, of course, will be influenced by the pomt at whick 
the bank is located, aud the location will be tuduced by a consid- 


eration ot the wauisof the community, aud the probable readi- 
ness to subseribe fer the stock. 


Tamentirely satisfied that the State should disconnect itself 
with bauks as soon as itcan be done without loss, and witha 
proper regard to what is due to others: and therefore renew the 
recommendation to provide for the sale of the State stock in the 
Bank of Mobile ou such terms as will discharge the bonds upon 
which the loan was effected to pay for it and relieve the State 
from the demand of the Bank for interest jard on the bonds fn 
rhe meantime, it would be a matter of interest to be informed 
where and by whom these bonds are now helden. 7 

The principles contained in the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eralof the United States upon a paral restatement of the Two 
aud Three per cent. funds accennts. between Alabama and the 
General Government. Dthink tend to establish that there is stil 
an unjusted balance due this State. If this demand is disallow- 
ed, still there is a large sum dwe us as interest upon portions of 
these funds, which have been withheld frem time to time in vio- 
f lation of law. Under this impression as to our rights, I re-ap- 
pointed Jefferson F. Jackson, Esq., as the agent of the State, to 
present its claims to the proper Department of the Government 
at Washington. 


By the report of Mr. Jackson, 1am informed that the claim

for interest on monies heretofore received upon a restatement of 
the Two and Three per cent. funds accounts, at his instance, as 
the State’s agent, was presented to Congress in June, 1860, and 
is still pending before that body. The account of the State, 
amounting to aboutone hundred and fifty thonsand dollars, for 
the five per centage on lands appropriated or disposed of by the 
General Government, was stated in the General Land Office, and 
presented to the Commissioner forallowance. That officer deci- 
ded against the Sate ; from this decision an appeal was taken to 
the Secretary of the Tuterior, which is still pending before the 
Department. f 

Mr. Jackson has enforced the claim of the State bya lucid and 
well sustained argoment, which will hardly fail to conviuce, 
unless precedent shall be disregarded. l 

In connection with this subject, I wonld remark that I was 
authorized by Joint Resolutions of the last session to cause an 
account to be taken of the expenses incurred by Mr. Jackson in 
the prosecution of his agency under a previous appointment, and 
to cause all such expenses to ba reimbursed to him; provided 
they did not exceed the sum of twenty five hundred dollars. It 
was also made my duty to fix upon and canse to be paid such 
sums as might be justly due to Charles H. Stewart and Joseph 
Bryan, agents and attorneys employed by Mr. J. to aid him in 
the business of the agency. 

In adjusting the expenses of Mr. Jackson, [consulted what 
seemed to be the views of the General Assembly so far as they 
were developed, and such other evidence appropriate to the sub- 
ject as was accessible under the circumstances. 

I requested the Hou. W. R. King, Hon. I. W. Hilliard and 
Hon. S. W. Harris, to ascertain and inform me what would be a 
just and proper compensation for the services rendered by Messrs. 
Stewart aud Bryan. These gentlemen promptly complied with 
my request, and a settlement was immediately ihade according 
to their report. 

The Legislature in the maximum which it authorized to be | 
allowed, seemed to have contemplated a large expense account, 
‘no doubt under the well founded impression that the case was 
an extraordinary one. Perhaps the allowance to Messrs. Stewart 
and Bryan may be regarded as disproportioned to the services 
they respectively rendered. If so, let it be remembered that it 
was fixed upon cautious inquiry by persons eminently qualified 
for the purpose, auinfluenced by any other feeling than a desire 
to do justice; that their compensation was contingent, depend- 
ing upon the success of the State in the prosecution of a claim 
which was regarded as altogether doubtfu!; and that the aggre- 
gate sum paid for the entire service was less than the General 
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Assembly seem'to have contemplated. ‘To this it may be added 
that the powers of Mr. Stewart as an accountant, his indomita- 
ble energy, and his intimate acquaintance with the law applica- 
ble:to the subject, if they did not influence, certainly expedited 
the decision in our favor. l 

An act of the Legislature of March 3d, 1848, to provide for 
the collecting from the General Government mouey due this 
State for advauces made for the public-service in the war with 
Mexico, required the Governor to cause an account to be made 
out, and, with the papers and vouchers thercto appertaining, to 
be transmitted to ene of onr Senators or Representatives in Con- 
gress, for presentation and payment. The same act directed the 
Governar, in the event of non-payment, to appoint an agent to 
collect this claim, if he believed the public interest demanded it. 
Under this authority, my predecessor appointed Col. Robert T. 
Scott, of Jackson county, the agent of the State, and proposed 
to allow him, as compensation, two and a half per cent. on the 
first five thonsaud dollars collected, and five per cent. on the re- 
mainder. Only thirty-eight hundred dollars has been collected, 
aud the residue of the claim is now before Congress. 

Col. S. has expended time and money not only in going to, 
sojourning at, and returning from, Washington, bnt in endeavor- 
ing, by personal interviews with the original claimants, to per- 
fect the account, that it might be allowed by the proper officers 
of the Government; he, however, has been unable to remove 
the objections to it, and consequently has been compelled te 
present the subject to Congress for a special act authorizing the 
reimbursement of the State. In view of the facts stated, I would 
respectfully suggest that the compensation agreed to be paid ta 
Col. S. should be increased upon the sum collected, and stich as 
may be hereafter collected, so asto afford a just compensation 
for his services and expenditures. 

An act of Congress of September 28th, 1850, professedly with 
the view of enabling the States in which the United States is the 
proprietor of the lands undisposed of, to construct the necessary 
levees and drains, to reclaim the swamp and oveflowed lands 
therein granted to these Statesthe whole of those swamp anà 
overflowed lands, unfit for cultivation, which were unappropria- 
ted at the passage of the act. It is made the duty of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, as soon as it may be practicable, to make out 
an accurate list and plats of the lands of the character described, 
and transmit the same to the Governor, and, at the request of the 
Governor, to cause a patent to be issued to the State therefor: 
and on that patent the fee simple estate in.the lands shall vest in 
the State, subject to the disposal of the Legislature: “ Provided. 
however, that the proceeds of said lands, whether from ‘sale, ar 
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by direct appropriation in kind, shall be applied. exclusively, a3 
far as necessary, to the purpose of reclaiming. said lands by 
means of the levees and drains as aforesaid.” 

The act further provides ‘* That in making out a list and plats 
of the land aforesaid, all legal subdivisions, the greater part of 
which is ‘wet and unfit for cultivation.’ shall be included in said 
lists and plats; but when the greater part of a subdivision is not 
uf that character, the whole of at shall be excluded therefrom.” 

About twelve mouths sińce I received from the Commissioner 
of the General Land Otce a copy of his instructions to the 
Land Officers of this State. as to the mode in which the swamp 
and overflowed fands were to be designated. These instrnctions, 
after referring to the act, say to these officers, * This act clearly: 
and unequivocally grants to the several States those lands which, 
trou being swampy or subject to overflow. are unfit for caltiva- 
tion. In this class is iucluded, also. al! lauds which, though dry 
part of the year, are subject to inundation at the planting, grow- 
ing, or harvesting season, so as to destroy the crop, and therefore 
are uufit for cultivation, ‘taking the average of the seasons for a 
reasonable number of years as the rule of determination. You 
will please make out a list of all the lands thus granted to the 
State, designating those that have been sold, or otherwise dis- 
posed of since the passage of the law and the priee paid for them 
when purchased. 

“The only reliable data in your possession from which these 
usts cau be made out, are the field or descriptive notes of the 
surveys on file in your office ; and if the authorities of the state 
are willing to adopt these as the basis of those lists, you will so 
regard them. If not, aud those authorities furnish yon satisfac- 
tery evidence that any lands are of the character embraced by 
tre giant, you will so report thereon 7 . 

Accompanying a copy of the instructions, I received a letter 
fom the Commissioner. in which he says to me, ‘ You will per- 
veive by these mnstractions the Land Ctfivers are authorized to 
receive such reliable evidence of the character of any of’ these 

„ands as may be presented by the authorities of the State ; and 

es many of the lands were probabty surveyed at dry seasons, and 
nce are Bot represented by the descriptive notes or plats, as 
i cmg of that character, 1 have supposed that it may be œ matter 
¿f sufficient importance to iuduce you to call upon the eounty 
~urveyors, or other respectable persous of your State, for a state- 
meut, under oath, of the swamp or overflowed lands in their 
respective counties.” 

immediately upon the receipt of the letter and copy of instruc- 
tons, I determined to appoint some practical surveyor in each 
scunty, to ascertain the swamp and overflowed lands. in. confoxz- 
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mity to the instructions, and took measures to carry out this- 
purpose, but learning that there was a diversity of opinion as to 
the propriety of thus proceeding, I suspended further action. 

I was induced to take the course indicated for the reason stated 
in the letter of the Commissioner; and for the additional reasons 
that some of the early surveyors of the lands in this State had 
been careless in ruuning and tnarking their lines, and making 
their field or descriptive notes; and, because the lines of the 
legal subdivisions of sections had not been traced. In this con- 
dition of things, I could not see how it contd be known whether 
the subdivisions of sections not bordering on the lines actually 
run, came within the class of lands granted by the act. I did 
not suppose that the agents of the State would survey’ with 
perfect exactness the eds which were swampy or overflowed, 
but believed they would be able to ascertain by passing over or 
arouud, and viewing them, whether the greater part of a sub- 
division was of that character. -If the duties of the agents could 
be thus performed, one assistant of each. instead of the usual 
number of chain carriers, &e , would be quite suflierent. Hence 
Į concluded that as localities, in which it was understood there 
were uo such lands as the act referred to. embraced, an average 
of fifty days to each county, would enable each agent aided with 
the field or descriptive notes, to perform his duties. This would 
have created a charge upon the Treasary of about ten thousand 
dollars, which would have been reimbursed by the proceeds of 
the sales of the lands granted to the State; but whether this 
reasoning was well fonnded or not, is wholly immaterial, as in 
some counties ho agents were appointed, and m all others their 
powers have been suspended without charge to the State. 

Upon this subject I have to remark further, that some months 
since I addressed: to the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office a letter, inqmiring whether the field or descriptive notes 
indicated the character of the legal subdivisions of the lands in 
this State; and by what data in the Land Office the swamp and 
overfluwed lands contd be ascertained? Further, that as the act 
of 1550 took etfect from its passage, the State was entitled to 
the proceeds of the lands granted by it that had been sold since 
that day, whether an act of Congress was necessary to authorise 
the payment of the money ? ee 

To the first branch of the first question, the Ceoramissioner 
answered, © That*the field and descriptive notes and plats on file 
in this office (and which are copies from those in the office of 
the Surveyor General of Alabama and the local land offices,) give 
the ‘crossings’ of the swamps on the seetion lines, and the 
quality of the lands, whether ‘wet, ‘swamp,’ er ‘averdowed,’ 
and sometimes state whether they are ‘fit’ or ‘unfit for cultiva~ 
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nion? The plats do not show the limits of the swamp ‘and wet 
lands’ within the sections, except on some of the later returns, 
the topography of which is more-complete.” The Commissioner 
adds, that he supposes the lists will be made ont by the Land 
Officers in Alabama under the instructions of November, 1850, as 
early as practicable, and that their action will be expedited by 
the concurrence of the State authorities. He also refers me to 
his legal opinion, which has been approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, of which he transmitted me a copy. That opinion 
refers to “an act toaid the State of Louisiana in draining the 
swamp lands therein,” approved March 2, 1849, which applies to 
that State alone, and accords to it an influence in the construc- 
tiou of the act of 1850, m which all the States that centain pub- 
lic lands belonging to the United States, are interested, 

The terms of these enactments are essentially dissimilar, and 
upon no just prinéiple of construction ean the former control the 
latter. 

It is also supposed that although the act of 1850, in express 
language, grants to the State ail the lands of the class designated 
which shall remain nusold at the passage ” thereof, yet > those 
grants must be regarded as taking etfect from the date when the 
selections are reported to the proper otfcers and approved. and 
not from the date of the laws.’ The opinion adds: © The act — 
of 1849 states expressly. as you pereeive by the words under- 
scored, thaton the approval vt the Secretary. the fee simple shall 
vest in the State, aud the het of [S50 makes the fee to vest in 
the State ou the issutug of the patent. The earhest period, then. 
at which the grant can be considered as attaching to the lands. 
is that when the selections are made known as aforesaid and ap- 
proved.” With the most respectful deference. it seems to me, 
that the words vat the passage of this act.” are free from ambi- 
guity: that their meaning is nucontrolled by auy thing coutained 
mm the act of 1550: that the act of 1829 cannot restrict or change 
their meanmg, and if it could, it does not do so; and in my 
judgment the conclusion that the act shall not take effect from 
the time cesignated by Cougress, but from a day to he prescribed 
by the action of the officers of the Government, is utterly inde- 
tensible. : 

Į have signified to the Secretary of the Interior my non-con- 
currence in the opinion, and respeetfnily requested that he would 
bring the subject to the attention of the Attorney General, 
whom, if necessary, I will present my views. 

According to the estimate of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Otfice tn his report of December, the quantity of swamp 
lands granted te this State by the act of 1850, is 436,450,006 
acres. 


[t may noi perhaps be imperative upon tue State to appropri- 
s et these lands to the objects contemplated by 
shai be apparent. as Tinelue to think, Gat such an 
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time ta time seem fo demand. To there avre such an 
amendment of the Consitunen as wil anchertso the legisiature

If it were a qresnon at this ume whether Courts of Chancery 
shonid be esiabushed with disunet Judzes, my apron would be 
decidediy azuast it. I wonld sooner advise the establishment of 
a Chancery Court at one paint m each Circuit, to be holden by a 
Circuit Ju lze in the vacations, authensing the Cierks of the 
Cireuit Court ef the county which had jurisdietion over the 
defendant, or the subject matter, to take bonds, issue subpenas 
and other process that no inconvenience might result to suitors. 
But a Court of Chancery distinct from the jurisdiction of the law 
judges has been established, and I will not advise its abolishment 
at this time, conceding that itis within the competency of the 
legislature to do so—a power which lawyers of ability insist is 
impliediy taken away by the Sth section of the dth article of the 
Constitution. This question, with others, had better be left open 
for consideration, when the constitutional amendment proposed 
shall be made. 


lam, however, of opinion that two Chancellors are sufficient 
to dispose of the Chancery business of the State, if sue changes 
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in these Courts as I suggested in my message to the last session; 
are made. 

The jurisprudence of Chancery is so intimately blended with 
the admrnistration of justice in the law Conrts, that it could not 
be suddenly dispensed with or commiugled with the sterner and 
less accommodating principles of the common law, without intro- 
ducing embarrassment and confusion, producing injustice and 
opening a new and unmeasured field of litigation. As it is be- 
yond the ken of man to estimate all the consequences of such a 
radical change. prudence wonld dictate the propriety of advancing 
gradually in the work of reform. It is certainly desirable that 
much of the jurisdiction of Chancery should be transferred to 
the law forums as cheaper and more expeditious administrators 
of justice. But this transfer|shonld not be completed by a single 't 
act or ata single session of the legislature. Time and experience ° 
must acquaint onr judges and lawyers with the practical opera- 
tion of these changes and snggest others; and the work of inno- 
vation must progress step by step. As the authority of the 
legislature over this important subject is so much restricted, I 
will not add more than refer you to my recommendations and 
suggestions to the General Assembly at its last session. 

The ‘duties devolved upon the Commissioners appointed to 
prepare a Code of Statute Law aud the preparation of a Code of 
Practice will doubtless suggest a remedy for many imperfections 
which are fousd tu our statutes, as well as supply to a great ex- 
tent the defects of legislation. 

The labors of the Board have been such that they have not 
been abie to complete either of the codes and canse a copy to be 
submitted. so as to enable me to examine aud report thereon, as 
required by the act nuder which they were appointed. Conse- 
quently Fam uot prepared to speak of the codes as entire works. 
1 have, however, heard different portions of them read, and am 
persuaded that they introduce many valuable changes, which are: 
demanded by public opinion, and that they indicate much 
thought and laborious research. 

Daring the last vear Col. Jolin Erwin, one of the Commission- 
ers elected by the General Assembly. resigned, and his place was 
supplied by the appointment of the Hon. A P. Bagby. 

I beg to invite your attention to the cause of education. This 
is always a subjeet of profound interest. It is intimately con- 
nected with human happiness, and is an indispensable auxiliary 
‘in the improvement aud moral elevation of society. 

The liberal educational fund of which some of the townships 
in this State are the proprietors, it must be admitted, has been of 
comparatively little benefit. This fund is owned principally by 
the wealthy townships, in which the most of its beneficiaries re- 
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quire no assistance from the public in the education of their 
children, while the poorer districts derive but little aid in this 
way. ; 

Itis much to be regretted thatthe terms in which the sixteenth 
seetion was odered by Congress and received by the Convention, 
vests an interest in the inhabitants of the townships severally, 
which prevents a consolidation of the aggregate fund ; an interest 
that cannot be divested without the conseut of the beneficiaries, 

This question has been settled by the highest Court known to 
this State; and the acts which give the assent of Co igress, at 
the instance of the new States, to the sale of the six eenth sec- 
tions, in providing for the appropriation of the pra: veds to the 
townships in severalty, indicate that that body coucurs. in the 
correctness of the decision. 

I have re-examined, with care, what I said on Education in my 
communication to the last session, and feel a strong conviction 
that if the recommendations [ then made were carried ont, the 
subject would receive anew impulse; and the benefits resulting 
would be seen and felt throughout the State. Primary School 
instruction cannot be diguitied as a system, unti it has a bead to 
direct aud supervise its operations. A superintendant, with an 
adequate salary, paid from the sixteenth section fnud m propor- 
tion to the divideud received by each section, should be appoint- 
ed by legisiative authority. He should traverse the State, 
address the people, visit and examine schools, and lequire inte 

‘the qualiGeations of teachers, as often asa prover atieution to his 
other duties would permit. 

Such an officer would not only exercise a teaithful influence 
over the schools committed to his wateb-care, but he would awa- 

‘ken the people to the importance of educatlou—-give au interest 
and impetus to the cause. vor only inthe lower but in the higher . 
branches also, Jam aware that meu possessing all the qualifica- 
tions for the station are rare, yet there are some, even in Alabama, 
who would reflect credit upen it. 

The grade of scholarship of the township tecchers should be 
prescribed —the powers and duties,of the scbool trustees should 
be defined—they should report to a director of common schools 
in each connty ; and the latter should make a condensed report to’ 
the superintendent, who should make an annual report of the 
condition of the schools under his supervision. $ 

That the sixteenth section fund may be productive of greater 
good than the present mode of distribution, it shonld be exclu- 
sively appropriated to the scholars of the schools established by 
the trustees of that fund. 
® We should certainly not despair of effecting anything, because 
our school fund is so unequally distributed as to bestow the 
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larger portion of its benefits upon those who do not need'it. The 
modifications suggested, it is admitted, would not make a system 
perfect in itself; and I am prepared to give up the changes pro- 
posed whenever a: better system is suggested. 

The want of authority to consolidate the fund is an inherent 
and Ineradicable obstacle to a perfect system, which we have 
seen can only be removed by the consent of those interested—a 
result not to be expected. 

Caution is the dictate of prndence, and should be observed in 
all legislative changes, more especially where the measure pro- 
posed is of doubtful policy. In general, it may be wise to “ Let 
well enough alone ;’ but this considerate maxim can have no 
application to the subject before us. 

Onr University should be an object of State pride and receive 
a just share of legislative attention. J can with confidence ex- 
press the opinion that the State has been exceedingly fortunate 
in the selection of the Faculty by the Trustees; aud that quite 
as thorough an education can be obtained in our own State as in 
any other institution North or South. The University never 
Was in a condition so prosperous as at the present time. This is 
conclusivély indicated, not so much by the number of students, 
(which is often a very deceptive test,) as by the amount of labor 
performed by the students, the grade of scholarship and the pro- 
priety of their deportment. With many it has been regarded an 
institution in which the people have no interest; that its benefits - 
have been restricted to the wealthier portion of the community. 
{ have heretofore taken occasion to repel this assumption, and 

said that our University offers an education “alike to the rich | 
and the peer, at a price far below cost, and at least one student 
in each county is entitled to it without charge. Edueation of a 
high order is an acquisitiov more important to the poor than the 
rich. The latter derive consideration and conseqnence in society 
from wealth; but the superior mental endowments of the former 
would neutralise its power and to a great extent paralyse its 
capacity to eae affect the pndlic.*? But I could present a 
more potent, and in fact a visible and irrefutable argument, if it 
would net be invidious aud unpleasant to modest merit, to men- 
tion the names of gentlemen who, inont means, prompted by 
a desire of knowledge and shstained by indomitable energy, 
have passed through « our Univesity with distinction, and are now 
reflecting upon society their attainments, as ministers of right- 
eousuess, as teachers, or in some other situation beneficial to the 
country aud themselves. 

On the occasion referred to, I also considered the close con- 
nection and mutual dependence of the higher and lower schoofe- 
upon each other, and qnoted-the opinion of one- whose life. was- 
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devoted to the pursuit of truth and knowledge, to sustain my éon- 

-elusion, That individual said that Colleges and professiona} 
schools ‘*‘ are supposed by many with us to be altogether useless, 
nay dangerous to the country, and it-is thought that all public 
patronage should be transferred from them to the common 
schools for the people at large, as though the common schools 
could exist withont the higher institutions; or as though -the 
latter and the former bad no mutual alliance and reciprocal influ- 
ence upon each other.” ‘The fact is, is I believe, if the higher 
schools should be annihilated now, the healthy action of the 
lower schools would naturally and necessarily reproduce them, 
or in defanit of this, the lower schools would dwindle, become 
sickly and die. And onthe other band, if all the subordinate 
and elementary schools should be anihilated at a streke, the 
higher institutions would produce them again as naturaily and as 
certainly as the youug shoot springs from the seed or the root of 
the mature plant.” The truth of these remarks has been exem- 
plified in our midst. Onur primary and preparatory schools have 
steadily advanced, as indicated by the grade of scholarship of the 
applicants for admission to the University ; and the University 
has added and will continue to add to the corps of instructors, 
teachers suited to the wants of the people, as well as stimulate 
to increased faithfulness and effort, these who may come from 
abroad and engage in that honorable vocation. 

The course of collegiate instrnction is quite as extensive as can 
he completed within the time allotted to it. It wonld, however, 
be very desirable to have an Assistant Professor added to the 
chair of Geology and Agricultnral Chemistry, whose time should 
he mainly employed iu analysing soilsand vegetable productions. 
Bat the income of the University fund, reduced, perhaps, by 
mismanagement and inconsiderate legislation many years since, 
‘hsables the Trustees to make this addition to the Faculty, 
which would impert increased interest to agricultnre, by connect- 
ing science more ivtimately with its practical operations. The 
irustees of the University contemplate some changes, so as to 
extend its usefulness aud the better to adapt it to the demands of 
the people. In carrying ont these changes, they believe it im- 
portant that they should be invested with a title to the State 
House in Tuscaloosa and so much of the furniture as has not 
been removed. ‘The location of the house, its size, &c., make 
it unsuitable for any other purpose than one similar to that to 
which the Trustees of the University propose to devote it. The 
furniture being purchased many years ago to fit up the house for 
the use of the Legislature and Supreme Conrt, is unsuited to a 
private residence. It may be fairly assumed that the house and 
furniture would command a sem in market far below the cost of 
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-žhe materials of which they. are constructed. I believe the 
. Trustees could make them: profitable to the public in extending 
the:operations of the University ; and I therefore, in advance of 
the annual report of the board, recommend that their request in 


. this regard be granted, 


It is believed: by the Trustees, that the yearly income of the 
board does not justify a further expenditure to continue the gea- 
logical explorations of Professor Toumey. The reports of this 
gentleman have greatly enlightened us as to the exteut of our 
mineral resources, and hive shown that our minerals are not only 
abundant, but are rich and various, aud in a condition to be 
made available. He has done much to give character to the 
State, and I should regard it a public misfortune, if his labors 
were suspended for the want of means to prosecute them. To 
prevent such a-resuit, E respectfully advise the appropriation of a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be drawn from time 
to time, as may be deemed proper,.by order of the Gevernor or 
some other ofliver. 

In connection with this snbject I would remark, that Alabama 
contains 32,462,050 acres of land, of which, accerding to the re- 
port of the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 16,164,518 
26-100 acres remained we property of the Government, on the 
30th, June, 13850. The public lands contain, it is supposed, as. 
mee as: seven-eights of the mineral wealth of the State; and 
sonscquentts the ‘Goverment is very largely interested in a geo- 
logical survey. The result would doubtless cause a large quan- 
tity of its lands, to be purchased, the sterility of whose surface 
indicates their unfitness for agricultural purpeses ; aud in this way 
the General Government would receive an equivalent for any 
aid it might reuder in promoting the enterprise, - Influenced by 
these consideratiins, i suggest the propriety of addressing a me- 
morial to Congress, priying the gran: of twenty-five thousand 
acres of public land to this State, to be‘selected in quantities ac- 
cording to the legal subdivisions, the proceeds of which shall be 
appropriated to a thorough geological survey. "Po induce a com- 
pliance, we might stipulate “that “the work should be commenced 
and completed within seme reasonable time. 

The Geuveral Goveriiment has caused such surveys to be made 
to some extent in some of the newest States in the South-west ; 
and an application for that purpose from this State,, ‘addresses 
itself with great force to Congress. Here, we have not only paid 
many millions of dollars into the Treasury for land, bnt the Gov- 
ernment, by its propristorship of sach a large proportion of lands 
-within our limits, has retarded the improvement of the State, 
and made it necessary to impose heavier burthens in the form of 
taxes upon the individual land- holders. 
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It is certainly a duty of very high obligation to provide an 
asylum for the Insane, where that attention and remedial treat- 
ment can be furnished, which is necessary to render them as 
comfortable as their condition will admit; and, if practicable, 
again place them under the dominion of reason. This duty is 
coeval with the existence of the State, and is quite as binding in 
morals as the obligation to pay a debt for which a tangible 
equivalent has been received, Political communities, like indi- 
viduals, have moral duties to perform, and if the aggregate body 
are inattentive to them, the responsibility consequent upon neg- 
lect, attaches to those who, have opposed a performance. This 
is a truism in morals, which it would be well for every citizen to 
remember. 

{t is supposed, by high authority, that there are not less than 
seven hundred idiots, epileptics, and insane persons in Alabama, 
the only probable means of relieving whom, is found in the 
curative treatment of a Hospital. Much the greater number of 
these are members of families of means too limited to obtain for 
them the comforts necessary to their bodies in their deplorable 
condition, without being able to do anything for the lost or un- 
settled mind. If we require an additional canse to excite our 
sympathies, we have but to remember the cases that have come 
under our own observation, and reflect that in our own households 
we may be called to witness a similar visitation. 

Much the greater number of the States have established hos- 
pitals for the Insane, and it becomies-us to act with prompthess, 
unless we are insensible to a generous rivalry in the great moral 
enterprises of the day. 

I will not continne the discussion of this question, in which I 
am sure we all agree in the abstract. But I beg to invite your 
respectful and cousiderate attention to the memorial of Miss D. 
L. Dix, to the last General Assembly. Itis a paper fraught with 
instruction upon this Interesting subject; and the production of 
a highly gifted lady, whose name is the synonym for benevolence 
and philanthropy, and whase life exemplifies the graces that give 
dignity and elevation to humanity. 

{tis a kindred duty- imperative upon us, to make provision 
for the education of the blind, and the deaf and dumb. The 
deprivation of the organ of vision, either by natural or accidental 
causes, utterly incapacitates persons thus unfortunate, for taking 
care of themselves. While uneducated they are. not only unfit- 
ted to provide for their: wants, but cannot participate, to any 
great extent, in the rational pleusures of life, and can contribute 
but little to the social enjoyment of others. . a 

The recent and progressive improvements in the aeduction of 
this class have done much, ie the promise of more, to relieve 
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them, and removethe disparity between those thus afflicted and 
persons whose sensés are unimpaired. The minds of the blind 
seem to possess greater susceptibility to the acquisition of knowl- 
edge. Their powers of perception, memory and coucentration 
are generally quick, impressible and active in a degree surpassing 
those from whom the visible objects of.nature or art are not ex- 
cluded. In faet, they not only become educated so that they may 
give employment tothe mind, and thus beguile the tedium of 
time, but they become successful teachers of the blind and acquire 
a knowledge of mavy handicraft pursuits at which they can earn 
an ample livelihood. 

The deaf nnd dumb cannot be educated by the ordinary modes 
of instruction. Being denied the sense of hearing, they cannot 
understaud what is communicated to them orally. hey must 
first be taugnt by signs, and thus they easily and. rapidly acquire, 
a knowledge which fits them for any business in which the 
power of speech is not indispensable, 

These unfortunate persons are geuerally poor, without friends 
toassist them ; so that in providing for their instruction, we are 
emphatically contributing to the comfort and happiness of the 
poor. In respect to these enterprises of benevolence aud duty 
which Í have suggested, the time has arrived when the initiative 
step should be taken. Lrefer them to the respectful and patient 
consideration ofthe General Assembly. 

It is provided by an act of the tegislature, passed as early as 
1807, that each connty shonld cause to be eiected at its own 
expense, “a good and sufficient court-house for the legal adjndi- 
cation of causes, and a strong and sufficient jail or prison, for 
the reception or confinement of debtors aud criminals, well se- 
cured by timber, iron grates, boltsand locks. And every jail so 
to be erected shall cousist of ‘three apartments at least, one of 
“which shall be appropriated to the reception ol debtors.” The 
court house and jail are required to be built under the direetion of 
the judge of the couuty court ; and for the greater forwarding, 
the business, the judge is authorised to draw out of the hands of 
the treasurer of the county any sums of money which he may 
have received, belonging to the county uot otherwise appropria- 
ted. “Butin every county a jail shall first be erected ; and tLe 
treasurer and judge are to govern themselves accordingly.” 

It is also declared to be the duty of the judges of the county 
court to inquire into the snfficiency and cleanliness ef jails in 
_ their respective counties; the condition and accommodation of 

the prisoners ; to keep separate rooms for the sexes, &c. 

These provisions indicate an acquaintance with the subject, 
and a becoming solicitude to adopt the appropriate regulations. 
They are, however, merely directory and inefficient, because . 
their observance is not enforced by any sanetion or penalty. 
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It is certainly proper that the court house of each county: 
should be respectable in appearance and comfortable. This, 
however, is a matter of taste and convenience, and the want of 
such a house will not be apt materially to affect the administra- 
tion of justice. But the want of a secure aud suitable jail isa 
matter of greater moment. It is necessary for the safe keeping of 
persons charged with, offences not bailable, or who are unable to 
give bail; a the imprisonment of offenders after judgment, as 
well as for the safe-keeping of runaway slaves. Imprisonment 
for debt may be regarded as practically abolished by the act 
which prohibits the sarre est of the body to answer for a civil de- 
mand, except in cases of fraud ; and it is therefore unnecessary 
to appropnate an apartment “to the reception of debtors.” Bach 
jail should; however, have at least four comfortable apartinents ; 
one for persons charged with the commission of a crimina! 
offence, another fur persons who are imprisoned under a judgment 
consequent upon conviction, a third for females, and a fourth for 
runaway slaves. Asall of these would not probably be occupied 
at the same time, one or more might be occasionally used as a 
hospital for the ie The judge ofthe court of probate and the 
commissioners of reveuue and roads in each county should be in- 
vested with anthority'to levy a sufficrent tax to build and repair 
the jail in their respective counties. Itshonid be made the duty 
ofthe grand jury, at every term of the circuit court, to examine 
aud report to the court the condition of the n of the county, as 
well as the prisoners: whether the sheriff or jailer have been 
derelict in the performance of their duties, eae the jail, 
providing for the prisoners; abd whether the jail ts such as the 
law requires. For neglect m either of these partictlars, the law 
should impose a penalty upon the person or persons in default, 
which should be enforced by a proceeding instituted by the solici- 
tor or other presecuting offtcer on the reportof the grand jury. 

The report of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary will doubtless 
impart all the information it is desirable you should possess in 
respect to that institution. My intercourse with the Inspectors 
enables me to bear testimony to their conscientfous and faithful 
discharge of duty, and the lessee, f anr sure, has treated the con- 
victs with commendable kindness and forbearance. pa 

The term for which the Penitentiary has been leased will ex- 
pire in May, 1952, and the Inspectors, or other competent per- 
sons, should be invested with, power to settle the accounts be- 
tween the State and the lessee. AH necessary improvements. 
made by the lessee, beneficial to the State, whether approved by 
the inspectors for the time being or not, should be paid for om 
such settlement. To authorise an allowance to the lessee im 
such cases; perhaps requires some additional. legislation.. 
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You will of course consider the propriety of.again leasing the — 
Penitentiary. If it is placed under the management of a War- 
den and subordinate. officers, a considerable appropriation of 
money will be tiecessary for the purchase of stock, &c. In the 
event of such a change, a portion of the labor of the convicts 
could be advantageously employed in the manufacture of cotton 
and wool, as there is in the yard a large and substantial house, 
with an engine of ample power, well suited to these branches of 
industry. But here again an appropriation would be necessary 
for the purchase ot machinery ; aud however the labor of the 
convicts might be directed under the immediate supervision of a 
Warden, unless he possessed all the qualifications of a manager, 
with unyielding integrity,-the establishment would require con- 
stant aid from the Treasury for its support. As a measure of 

olicy, the transfer of the Penitentiary with the labor of the con- 

“iets to a lessee for a definite time, 1s hardly defensible in the 
abstract. Yet, if the State retain such acoutrol over the lessee 
as will authorise the abrogation of his lease for breaches of duty, 
and subject him toa criminal prosecution for improper treatment 
of the convicts, it would perhaps be a lesser evil thus to dispose 
of the establishment than to return to the old mode of conduct- 
ing its opérations. Certainly the evil would be less, unless the 
General Assembly should be fortunate in the selection of a War- 
den, and are prepared to make liberal appropriations. If such a 
selection were made, the profits would reimburse the appropria- 
tions. J incline to think it would be an improvement upon the 
present law, if the lessee were to stipulate the payment of a cer- 
tain portion of the profits, aud the Inspectors were invested, as 
the representatives of the State, with some control over the ex- 
penditnres. 

_ The room that has heretofore been used as a hospital is both 
small and uncomfortable, and consequently unsuited to the es- 
tablishment. Within the present year, the lessee, with the ap- 
probation of the Inspectors, has erected a building | to be here- 
after used as a hospital, which is well adapted to that purpose. 

It is certainly a leading object of the Penitentiary mode of 
punishment to reform the “offender, and to that end the proper fa- 
cilities should be furnished the convicts. Iustead cf an occa- 
sional sermon, a regular chaplain should be provided, who should 
establish a Sunday School, and preach at least two sermons on 
Sabbath. Such an arrangement would be a great relief to the 
convicts, who are confined in their cells on that-day, except: 
when they are permitted to come out and take their meals, and I 
can conceive of nochange connected with the police of the Peni- 
tentiary, which would tend so much to theirreformation. The 
chaplain would, doubtless, in addition to his regular services, Visit 
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the hospital and converse with the convicts during the week ; 
and by the influence thus exerted would be an efficient auxiliary 
in causing an, observance of the rules of the establishment. As 
his clerical and pastoral duties would require his entire time, he 
should receive a just and reasonable compensation, payable quar- 
terly. 

There is a small but well selected library of religions works 
within the establishment, the most of which have been contrib- 
uted by benevolent individuals. Many of the convicts are fong 
of reading, and are desirous that their library should receive oc 
casional additions. If it contained a greater variety of books. 
the inducement of the convicts to acquire knowledge woulda 
doubtless be stimulated. I therefore recommend the appropria- . 
tion of one huudred dollars annually, to be expended nnder the 
direction of the Governor and Inspectors, in the purchase of 
` books for the library of the Penitentiary. ` 

I would further snggest that the Physician should be appointes 
by the Tuspectors, with the advice and consent of the Goveraor 
The present mode of appointment makes him too dependent upot 
the lessee, to whom he is indebted for bis position. In point © 
fact I am quite sure the lessee'never has attempted an’ unbecom.. 
ing exercise of his power; and I am eqnally certain that the 
Physician has discharged his duties conscientiously. 

Tn consequence of the defectiveness of human laws and humai 
reason, and the uncertainty of testimony by which truth is ascer 
tained, it sometimes happens that the innocent are found guilty 
or that the punishment adjudged is disproportioned to the offence. 
And in the cases of some of the convicts in the Penitentiary, J 
becomes necessary, as a means of preserving their lives against 
the effects of a wasting chronic disease, or a reward for good con~ 
duct, to shorten the period of imprisonment. Insuch cases, ana 
perhaps others. have folldwed the dictate of my best judgment, 
by exercising the pardaning power, under the firm conviction 
that it was quite as much the duty of the Governor to interpose 
his clemency in a proper case, as to see that the laws are faith- 
fully executed. My experience upon the ‘bench convinces,me 
that it will not do for the Executive to make the verdict and 
judgment a barto his action.. These certainly constitute a 
strong presumption against the applicant for- a pardon,and cast 
on him the burthen of showing his application is well founded, 
but nothing more. The [-xecutive must act under his personal 
and official responsibility, without permitting himself to be influ. 
enced by the consideration that he may seem to manifest an’ ex- 
cess of either sterness or leniency. 

You are aware that the State Library sustained serious losses 
by the burning of the Capitol in December, 1849. I have the 
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pleasure to inform you that these losses will, no doubt, be repaired - 
to some extent by duplicates of such books as have been pub- 
lished under the authority of Congress, and of which there are 
an excess of copies belonging to the General Government. ` 

It is very desirable that this Library should be greatly in- 
creased, not by an appropriation of money at present, but by an 
exchange of such books of which we have more copies than are 
necessary for the public demand» The powers of the Secretary 
of State in respect to this subject, under the act of February, 
1846, are restricted; andif the General Assembly concurs with 
me, it wonld be well to enlarge them 

I would also suggest the propriety of requiring a catalogue of the 
books received from the other States, and now in the Library, to 
be made up, and each State informed what books we have re- 
ceived from it, that it may, if convenient, supply any deficiency. ` 

A history af Alabama has recently been published by one of 
her citizens, Col. A. J. Pickett, who has employed much time, 
trouble and expense in the collection of facts, so as to make it a 
truthful narrative. ‘Phe book is regardedas highly creditable to 
the author and the State; aud 1 respectfully suggest that a copy 
.be presented to the Library of the Smithsoman Institute, to the 
Congressional Library. and to the Supreme Court Library at 
_ Washington. and to each of the United States and Territories of 
the Union, and that an appropriation bè made to purchase them. 

The fifth chapter of the Miltary Code requires an annual re~ 
turn to be made of the strenath and condition of the militia of 
this State to the Hxucntive otlice ; ‘but the ouly consequence of 
neglect on the part of the officers on whom this duty is devolved, 
satrial by a court martial. which may result in the lass of an 
cffice neither profitable uor very desirable. The expenses of a 
court martial have hitherto prevented a resort to it, and the char- 
acter of the penalty, with the remote probability of its infliction, 
have been insnificient to induce a performance of duty. Would 
it not be better to :mpese-a pecuniary penalty upon the officers 
required to make returns. according to their respective ranks, and 
require the Secretary of State to infarn: the Solicitor, or other 
prosecuting officer of the several circuits, of every neglect to 
make a retarn to the Exeentive office, that proceedings may be 
instituted by uotice aud motion for the recovery of the appropri- 
ate penalty ? 

“Previous to 1850, the returns of the militia show our strength 
to be something less than forty-five thousand. -During the last 
year, the Adintant General, alter collating such materials as were 
accessible to him, was able to make an abstract indicating the 
“strength of the militia to be about fifty-seven thousand. 

One copy of this abstract was transmitted to the proper ‘depart. 
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mert at Washington previous to the ea distribution of the 
public arms in that year, under thé act of Congress of 1808, and 
isthe basis upon which the quota of arms iforesaid to the State 
was calulated. His return for this year shows the strength to be 
58,007. There-can be but little doubt but our militia numbers 
seventy-five or eighty thotisand, and our deficient returns are 
still a loss to us annually of about fifteen hundred dollars in 
public arms. 

During last year, the ‘Central Masonic Institnte,” at Selma, 
received. a part of the State’s quota of arms, under the direction 
of a joint resolution of the legislature of January, 1850. Bút the 
muskets forwarded to the lnstitúte were unsuitable for Cadets and 
did not conform to the order given. The predecessor of Col. 
Craig, the present head of the Ordinance Department, agreed to 
receive the muskets again at the United States Arsenal at Mount 
Vernon, where the Institute bas undertaken to return them, J 
have ordered the same number of cadet muskets, which [Tam 
assured will soon be forwarded. > When they arrive, the exchange 
will be effected. y 

Since the last Session of the General Assembly, repeated ap- 
plications have been made to me for riiles, cavalry arms andea- 
det muskets, under the ertoneous impression that E was author- 
ised tọ order their Sony upon the execution of a bond with 
surety. 

There was a dadas of arms in the arsenal of the proper 
description to supply the companies for whom the last legislatare 
made provision, and I have conseqeently ordered cavalry arms, 
(companies of that description being provided for,) invoices of 
which have been received, and their arrival at the arsenal may 
soon be expected. : 

Considering the number of applications that have been made 
to the Kxxecntive, by schools and volunteer militia companies, for 
the public arms, within the last two years, it would be very well 
to inquire whether the present law: on the subject of their distri- 
bution requires modification. : 

The introduction of military exercises into schools would cer- 
tainly attract by its novelty; ana if the interest could be kept up, 
(a point on which Lam not sufficiently informed to have an opin- 
ion,) it would assist the cause of education. Regular instruction 
in military tactics and exercises is apt to impress the cadets with 
a dighitied bearing, with a becoming self-respect and a proper 
appreciation of the feelings of others. I do not object to any 
reasonable disposition that may be thonght best; but T would 
suggest the propriety of requiring a renewal of the bonds execu- 
ted for the safe-keeping and ‘return of the publie arms once in 


five years, and oftener, upon the requisition of the Governor, if 
a return is ever contemplated. 
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~ I would also suggest that the bonds of longer standing than five 
} years, should be renewed, or the sufficiency of the sureties, and 
their continued residence within the State, re-certified; and in 
the event of a non-compliance, a return of the arms should be 
required, and the bond put in suit if they are not delivered. 
It has been supposed by some persons that it would be most 
proper to permit a portion of the public arms to remain in the 
: arsenal, and the remainder to be distributed to Montgomery, Mo- 
bile and Huntsville, the municipal authorities of these corpora- 
tions stipulating for their safe-keeping, and re-delivery to the or- 
det of the Governor or the Legislature. I throw out these views 
- rather as suggestions for considerafion than positive reeommend- 
ations. 
' The improvement of the navigation of our rivers, and the con- 
struction of rail roads, plank roads and other facilities for travel 
and transportation, demand a large share of your deliberations, — 
Qur people have discovered that such enterprises are intimately 
connected with the prosperity of the State, and are awaking to 
their importance. Within the last two years onr lines of rail roads 
have been greatly extended, plank roads have been projected, and 
several are now being rapidly constructed. What the same peri- 
od in the future may bring forth, it 1s difficult to prediet. It is 
not, however, toojmuch to assume that before the close of 1853, 
the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road will be completed to a point with- 
in the State of Mississippi; that the Alabama arid Teunessee 
River Rail Road jwill be in readiness for the locomotive to quite 
as great au extent, seems equally certain; that Girard and Ope- 
lika, or some otker point south of Montgomery, will most proba- 
bly be connected by rail road, can hardly be doubted ; and that 
arrangements will be matured to place beyond contingency a sim- 
Har imprevement from Montgomery to Stockton, is altogether 
probable. 
North Alabama will not be inactive. Before the expiration of 
the period mentioned, the north-east corner of the State will be 
. ~~ traversed about twenty-five miles by a road leading from the sea- 
board of Georgia and Carolina to Nashville, with lines extending 
and diverging. The ‘Tuscumbia and Decatur Rail Road will be 
renovated, and the Memphis and Charleston Rail Road Company 
will enter upon its, construction with a spirit aud energy indica- 
ting its completion as speedily asso great an undertaking will con- 
veniently permit. 

Our rivers should be surveyed by a competent Engineer, who 
should make a minute report of their condition, showing what 
are the obstructions to their navigation by small steamers, even 

———— -at the lowest stage of water; and whether the obstructions can 
be removed, and at what cost. We are admonished by the ex-. 
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perience of the past, to make no absolute appropriation of money 
in such cases, where we are not thus assured that the improve- 
ment is practicable and desirable, and can be completed at the 
estimate ; and certainly there shorld be no expenditure which is 
not under the immediate direction of an Engineer appointed by 
and responsible to the State. 

In the autumn of 1850, Professor Toumey, the State Geolo- 
‘gist, in the performance of his public duties, made an examina- 
tion of the Black Warrior from Tuscaloosa to Demopolis, at a’ 
very low stage of water. He reported that the only hindrance 
to its navigation by a small class of steamers at that time, was 
logs that had been floated and left in the channel during freshets, 
and an occasional reclining tree where the current passed near 
the bank. The removal of these obstructions, it is believed, 
would not cost above ten thousand dollars. No examination has 
been made of the Tombeckbee above Demopolis. 

Professor Toumey has made a recent examination of the 
Coosa from Wetumpka to its junction with the Tallapoosa, and 
of the Alabama from that point to Montgomery His report will 
show that there are two very unimportant obstructions between 
Wetumpka and Montgomery, which it is only astonishing have 
not been removed long sinee. The material hindrances to unin- 
terrupted intercourse between the former city and Mobile, will 
be found below Montgomery. 

No surveys have been’ made of the Tennessee, Alabama, Tom- 
beckbee or smaller streams, though it is very desirable that we 
should possess the information . . Which æ minute examination, 
would doubtless impart. 

The part of Alabama using the upper Tombeckbee and Black 
Warrior for their channels at cocimunieatini with the Guif, have 
suffered much greater inconvenience, aud, indeed, losses, than the 
Eastern portion of the State. -On these rivers the passage of 
steamers of ordinary size is usually suspended from the first of 
June to the ‘first of January; consequently the cotton carried 
down them does not begin to find its way to market until the last 
mentioned day ; and does not all get down for some months af- 
terwards, owing to the want of trausportation to carry it immedi- 
ately. Nor is this the only inconveniénce; the supplies of pro- 
visions become so short that those who do not procure them in 
the spring are often forced to purchase in the interior at most 
exorbitant prices. 

To-remedy ihis inconvenient state of things, and to cause sur- 
veys to be made, I advise the appointment of an engineer of suit- 
` able qualifications, with an annual salary, payable from the three 
per cent. fund, who shall devote his entire time to the examina- 
tion of our rivers; commencing his work ence the improvement l 
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is most needed. That there may be no delay, where the engi- 
neer reports the remöval of obstructions practicable and not likely 
to return, at a small cost, a contingent appropriation might be 
made from the three per cent. *fund, for.some of the objects re- 
ferred to. Ofcourse the appropriation would all be applied and 
expended under the direction of the engineer. 

Although these appropriations should be made from the three 
per eent. fund, yetif that fund is not in a condition to pay them,, 
in consequence of appropriations to other objects, could there be 
any risk in making the advance from the State Treasury, and 
reimbursing it when that fund is realised ? 
~ By an act of Congress of September 20,1850, “ granting the 
right of way, and making a grant of landin the States of Llinois, - 
Mississippi and Alabama, iu aid of the construction of a Rail 
Road from Chicago to Mobile,” a large quantity of public land 
was granted tothis State for the construction of the Mobile and 
Ohio Rail Road. This act contemplates the probability that a 
portion of the lands purporting to be granted may, have been 
sold, br that the right of pre-emption had. attached to it, and 
authorises the Governor to appoint an agent to select other lands 
in hen of those thus situated. The act further provides that the 
lands thus granted shall be subject to the disposal of the legisla- 

_ture for the purposes expressed in it. ` 

In complianee with the directions of the act, I appointed 
Marshall J. D. Baldwyn, the ageut of the State. to select the 
lands as provided. Mr Baldwyn has made the selectionsand his 
report has beeu received. He will doubtless so complete the 
duties of lis agency that the title to the lauds desiguated, will 
pass from the United States to the grantee. 

The length of the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road losated within 
this State is sixty-six miles and twenty feet, and the quantity of 
lands granted by the act to aid its construction. is three hundred 
and ninety-six sections and fourteen and a halt acres. I submit 
the subject to the General Assembly for the appropriate legisla- 
tion. 

I renew the recommendation to address a memorial to Con- 
gress, asking a grant of a portion of the public lands contiguous 
to the Alabama and Tennessee River Rail Road, to aid in its 
constrnetion. .A similar request should be made in favor of the 
Memphis and Charleston Rail Road, if there be public lands near 
its line ; aud also in favor of a road from Girard to Opelika, or to 

.some point south of Montgomery, and from Montgomery to 
Stockton, should it be determined to construct these roads. 

It is very desirable that Montgomery and West Alabama should 
be connected by a plank road passing through Shelby and Bibb 
caunties, by way of Tuscaloosa and Carrollton, in a direction to 
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tke Mobile and Ohio Rail Road, aud that similar improvements 


should'be made from -Guntersville, and from a point east of - 


Greensport, on the Alabama and Tennessee Rail Road, by way 
of Elyton, to the West. Should either of these enterprises be 
earnestly projected, I think they should be assisted bya grant of 
lands by Congress. 

The public “ands contiguous to all these roads are generally un- 
suited to agricultural purposes, and are not likely to be purchased 
for many years, unless the cduntry should be impr oved by the 

construction of these means of iutereommnnicatjon. In the 
speedy sale which the General Government wouid find for the 
lands retained, it would derive an ample equivalent for the grant. 

The experience of Alabama and her failures in works of inter- 
nal improvement would enable her to make a jndicions disposi- 
tidn of these lands. The improvements, in their effect upon the 
prosperity and wealth of the State, would add greatly to the 
taxable property.and thus enable us to reduce the heavy taxes 
with which we are necessarily burdened. Noris this all. By 
facilitating the intercourse between the different Sections of the 
confederacy, we might, perhaps, restore the fraternal feelings 


which have been greatly interrupted, and strengthen the weak- 


ened bonds of union. 

I do not feel anthorised to advise the General Assembly to 
make any appropriation, either directly or indirectly, beyond the 
amount of the Two and Three Per Cent. Fuuds, which have 


‘been or may hereafter be realised. Our people, influenced by a 
just sense of patriotic aud morag@@@uty, have cheerfully submitted 


to a heavy tax, under the confident expectation that the public ` 


debt was to be paid as soon as a proper regard to other interests 
permitted ; and I shodld be unwilling to see their patriotism put 
to a severer- test. 

We have seen and felt the injurious consequences of having a 
privileged land-holder, whose domain embraces. even at this 


time, nearly half the area in our State. It is desirable in every 


point of view that the tile of the General Government to territo- 
ry within our limits should be extinguished— that it should pass 
into other hands and be subject to State charges. I therefore 
advise the adoption of a memorial to Congress, praying a gradu- 
ation of the price of public lands on a scale something like the 


following : Lands subject to entry for ten, fifteen, Renty and. 


twenty-five years, be reduced ; the first to one dollar per acre} 
the second to seventy-five cents ; the third to sixty cents; and 
the fourth to fifty cents. This reluata would greatly increase 


for years the revenue of the Government from lands; would 


cause much of our poor lands to be brought into cultivation, 
which, under a proper system of tillage, are susceptible of a high 
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state of improvement, and would hasten the disconnection of the 
United States with our land titles. 

If the title of the General Government to hese lands were ex- 
tinguished, and they were subjected to taxation, we could col- 
lect, by a direct tax, a fund for common Schools—for a Hospital 
for the insane—for the education of the blind and deaf and dumb. 
But restricted as we are as to the sources of. revenue, by the pro- 
prietorship of this great land-holder, have we not a claim upon 
the General Government, founded in moral justice, to aid us? In 
my judgment, we should ask of Congress liberal grants of the 


public lands toaid these interesting objects of State regard. à 


The act of December, 1823, to establish the Bank of the State 


of Alabama provides, that the money accruing to this State by 


- the Three Per Cent. Fund on lands sold and to be sold by the 


United States, shall constitute a part of the capital of that Bank. 
This diversion of the fund from the pur ios contemplated by the 


compact between the United States-and this State, resulted in ` 


the loss of a portion of it; and I suggest whether, if the State, is 
not boudd to ean the lass, it should not return to the fund so 
much of the investment in the Bank as was saved from the 
wreck. : 

With a view to encourage investments in projects of internal 
improvement, a tax should not be imposed on the sums actually 
invested, but on the profits realized. 

In March last, Í was informed by two physicians resident in 
Barbour county, that the small-pgx had been introduced into that 
county, and requested to take nfs “to prevent a communica- 
tion of the infection, and for the aid and comfort of the sick.” I 
immediately authorised and requested Jefferson Buford, Esq., and 
other pradent and responsible individuals, living near the seat of 
the disease, to endeavor to arrest its progress by vaccination, and 
to provide for the comfort or the sick, &c. I have received no 
report from these gentlemen of expenditures, which the persons 


‘ for whom they made provision have not reimbursed. 


Since the last session of the Legislature, the Surveyor of the 
Public Lands in this State, in obedience to instructions from the 
proper Department at Washington, has transferred to the State 
the books, maps, &c., pertaining to the survey of these lands ; 


and according to the directions of a Joint Resolution of January,. 


1850, they have been deposited in the office of the mecreialy of 
State. 

An enumeration of the inhabitants of the several counties of 
this State has been taken, as directed by the act of January, 
1850, and it will be your duty to apportion the Senators and Re. 
presentatives. as provided by the constitution, and to re-arrange 
the Congressional Districts, should you deem it proper. 
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By an act of February 4, 1850, I was requested to procure 
“the balances intended for the adjustment of standard weights 
and measures,” heretofore appropriated to this State by the Gen- 
eral Government. Shortly after the passage of that act, I open- 
ed a correspondence with the Superintendent of the office of 
Weights and Measures, who gave special directions in respect to 
the house necessary to receive and preserve the balances, under- 
taking to send them with an individual,who would put them up~ 


. and adjust them. Knowing that there was no suitable building 


for their reception at the University, I brought the subject to the 
attention of the Trustees, at their meeting in July, 1850, who 
declined to make any appropriation for a house; buat the Faculty 
declared their willingness to keep the balances ‘in good order, if- 
they were placed in a suitable house under their care. It is pro- 
posed to deliver and put up the balances without charge; under 
such circumstances, we should not refuse to receive them. We 
have the authority of the Superintendent, that they can only be 


preserved and retain their exactness by the watchful care of some 


one possessing qualifications, such as may be found at our Uni- 
versity ; and then only in a house of peculiar construction. The 
house is by no means costly, and I therefore advise the appropri- — 
ation of a sum adequate to its erection. 

The duties devolved upon me in respect to the report of the- 
State Geologist have all been performed. 

Under the act of the last session “ 'To provide for the selec- 
tion of School lands in lieu of Sixteenth Sections in the Chick- 
asaw purchase,” I appointed, in February, 1850, Samuel Corsbie, 

a member from Franklin couuty in the last Legislature, agent of 
the State, to select the lands to which that act audrseveral previ- 


‘ous acts on the same subject ref 


Mr. C. made his return, to the“Exeentive office during my ab- 
sence from the seat of government, and reported selections in the 
Land District of Nachitoches in- the State of Louisiana. This 


-report, and also an account of seventy five days’ services in the 


performance of the duties of his agency, were verified by Mr. C.; 
and by my advice two hundred and Eyeniye -five dollars were paid 
to him. 

Very soon after the return was made, 1 gave notice to the Reg- 
ister of the Land Office at Natchitoches of the selections, and 
also requested the Commissioner of the General Land Office to 
direct a withdrawal ofthe lands from sale. The latter complied 
with my request, and the former acknowledged the receipt of tay 
letter, stating that parts of the selected lands had been sold more 
than ten years before the selections. 

I also sent blank commissions to Marion and Franklin coun- | 
ties, and requested the insertion of the riames of competent per- 
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sous in each of the townships interested, to hold an election upon 
the acceptance or rejection of the lands selected for them respec- 
tively. In Marion the commissions were completed, and in two 
of the townships the selections were accepted as to so much of 
the lands as had_not been previously sold., Of the selections for 
one township, eighty, and for the other, one hundred and twenty 
acres had been shld. 

I have written to Mr. Corsbie, informing him of the errors of 
his report, and inquiring if he would complete the selections; but 
have received no answer. I have also written to several persons 
Jn Franklin, requesting them to learn Mr. C.’s intentions, and in- 
ifform-:me; but these letters are also unanswered. If the duties of 
‘the agency are not performed, steps will be taken to recover the 
money paid, unless it shall be ascertained that a judgment. will 
be unavailing. i 
| In the meantime, I would suggest the propriety of asking Con- 
gress to extend the time of making the selections; and so mod- 
ify the existing laws upon the subject as to permit the selections 
to be made by the commissioners of the respective townships, or 
an agent of the State, without requiring the vote of the inhabi- 
tants-of the townships upon the question of acceptance. 

- The commissioners puis by the last legislature to con- 
tract for the reynilding of the State House, will submit their re- 
port to you at an early day. In the meantime, I would suggest 
the propriety of causing the house to be insured as soon as may “be. 

It was showu to me by ey evidenee, that more than 
one-fifth of the first section of the Alabama and Tennessee River 
Rail Road had been graded, and I therefore directed the proper 
proportion of the ‘Two and Three per Cent. Funds, appropriated 
to that section by the act of @ebruary; 1850, to be paid to the 
company, aud have received the certificate of stock therefor. 
which I have caused to be deposited with the Coniptrotler of Pub- 
lic Accounts. 

In obedience to the instructions of the legislature, I caused 
neat marble obelisks, with inscriptions deemed appropriate, to be 
placed over the graves of Philip S. Glover and Woodson North- 
eut, late members of the House of Representatives. 

I have also to remark, that, as instructed by a Joint Resolution 
of December 4, 1849, I procured a block of Alabama marble, of 
the dimensions required by the Wash*ngton National Monument 
Committee. ‘Fhis block is white statvary marble, unblemished 
with a single spot, like the character of the great man whose vir- 
tues it is to assist in commemorating. Ht is believed to be un- 
surpassed by any contribution to!the magnificent strueture in 
which it is placed ; though it is said‘ that finer specimens of pure 
white have sinee been discovered, in a locality not remote from, 
te quarry from which: the block.was taken.. ` 
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Under the impression that if there was one political sentiment 
in which the people of Alabama concurred, it was this: That 
the States entered into the Confederacy as equals; that the 
Constitution guaranteed to them an equality of rights; and that 
a ® Constitutional Union” should be maintaided, I caused the 
-bleck to be thus inscribed, with raised letters, w Alabama—A 
Union of Equality, as adjusted by the Constitution.” 

The lands, for the sale of wbich the act of February, 1850, 
“To locate lands for valueless Sixteentn Sections,” provided, 
have all been selected aud sold, as you will be more specially 
informed by the Comptroller. 1 respectfully suggest whether 
some legislation is not necessary to prescribe what townships 
shonld be the beneficiaries of the fund realised froth the sale of 
these lands, and the scale of its distribution. 

There were other duties devolved npon me by the kaai, 
either singly: or in conjunction with the Comptroller, Treasurer, 
or Trustee and Commissioner, &c. The former, J believe, have 
all been performed,-and the reports of the officers will show that 
the latter bave received the proper attention. 

In June last, the Hon. Silas Parsons resigned his office of 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and the vacancy was supplied by 
the appointment of the Hon. Daniel Coleman bis successor. 
About the same time, the Hon. David G. Ligon resigned the 
office a Chancellor of the Northern Division a Alabama, and - 
E. D. Townes was appointed his successor. 

I should disappoint expectation, if T closed this commu- 
nication without alluding to one other subject of abne inte- 
rest, not only to Alabama, but to every State in the Union. IL 
hardly need say, I refer to the great sectional question which has 
for years agitated the Ameyean Confederacy, and somewhat 
estranged some of its members from each other, and the duty of 
Alabama in the present posture of affairs. 

[t isnot my purpose to speak of the enactments of Congress 
which, collectively, have been designated the Compromise Meas- 
ures. Inan address to the public, more than twelve months 
since, I expressed. my views iu respect to those acts; and have 
had no occasion to change the opinions E then announced. 

Nor will I at this- time discuss the slavery question, or the 
righis of the States-in a controversy with the General.Govern- 
ment., Should [ hereafter deem it a duty to consider these 
grave topics, [I shall wot hesitate to express my opinion with be- 
coming frankness to the General Assembly. ! - 

Iu the meantime, let it not be inferred that I think we should 
do nothing to countervail the antagonism of the abolition and- 
free-soil interests at the North—interests which L regard as iden-. 
tical, aiming at the consummation: of the same end : : the latter 
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boldly, the former insidiously and under a ‘disguised policy. In 
several of the free States these classes have a commanding influ- 
ence, and not only denounce, in their primary and legislative 
assemblies, the Southern Institution as a great moral evil, and 
those who are connected with it, as offenders against the laws of 
God, but discourage or oppose the execution of the only compro- 
mise measure for which the Southern people have any peculiar 
solicitude. Co- -operation on the part of the South could make 
these States feel our power by measures entirely legitimate -and 
peaceful. The regulation ọf commerce between the States, or 
the United States and a foreign country, it must be conceded, per- 
‘tains to Congress ; and that it is incompetent for a State legisla- 
ture to directly subject to its revenue laws merchandise within 
its ports, until it is commingled with the property of the people 


of the State like other property. But when this transmutation -` 


of condition takes place, it then becomes subject to the local law 
it puts off the character of an import, and the right to tax it be~ 
comes clear. 

The second section of the fourth article of the Constitution of 
the United States declares that “ the citizens of each State shall 
be entitled to all the privileges and immunities of citizens in the 
several States.” Perhaps a fair construction of this provision 
would inhibit the imposition of a higher tax on articles brought 
here for sale by citizens of other States, than is paid by our 
own people upon our own products or manufactures of a similar 
description ; but this is the only effect of the constitutional pro- 
tection. Upon a sale within our limits it would be competent to 
impose a higher tax than upon the sanw thing produced or manu- 
factured in our own State or abroad. 

I certainly would not advise ie passage of any bill, which 
public opinion does’ not entirely approve. But, if the popular 
voice will sanction-it, I should consider it a measure of expedi- 
-ency to impose a discriminating tax upon the products and 


manufactures of the States that have proved themselves recreant, 
to the performance of constitutional duty, whenever they become, 


subject to our revenue laws. I consider it the duty of the South 
to avail herself of her great resources, and concentrate her wealth 


at home, that she may acquire increased respectability and mfu- 
ence, and diffuse among the masses of her people a higher degree 


of comfort and independence. 

The producing force of Alabama is quite sufficient for all pur- 
poses; and every addition has the tendency to increase the mar- 
ketable products, and consequently to depress prices. If, instead 
of continuing the ceaseless round of buying negroes to make 
cotton to buy more negroes to make more cotton and exhaust 
the lands, our.planters would diversify the employment of their 
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capital, they -would be far more independent; money would be 
more abundant ; the country would exhibit greater evidences of 
thrift, and white laborers would find work at remunerating 
prices. ¢ mc a 

Why may not Alabama manufacture not only for the home 
demand, but for exportation, cotton goods, heavy woollens, iron, 
&c.? The raw materials are abundant and at hand, at’a less 
price than they will command at the North; and labor, too, 
whether free or slave is cheaper. If, with these advantages, 
we cannot successfully compete with the industry of the North, 
let the failure be charged to defective management. i 

Is it not strange that the South, which furnishes much the 
greater part of the exports of the United States, with but a small 
portion of its resources developed, should tamely yield to the North 
both the export and import trade, and instead of bringing directly 
from abroad to her own ports the proceeds of her products, should 
consent to pay tribute to an intermediate class of merchants to the 
. amount of millions. This course of trade is a standing and well 
grounded rebuke to Southern inactivity. It detracts from South- 
ern character, and induces our Northern brethren to regard all pur 
threats and demonstrations of self-reliance as mere Vaporing. 
It is humiliating to contemplate it, and disreputable to us longer 
to tolerate it. 

Why should not the Southern cities on tide water become im- 
porters as well as exporters? Cotton, rice, tobacco and wheat 
are marketable products in the South, greatly in demand every 
where, and will purchase as readily as bullion whatever we re- 
quire from abroad. By yielding to the Northern States the carry- 
ing trade we have gradually ceased to import for ourselves; and 
the navigation laws have been so adjusted as to favor such a re- 
sult. Our merchants should become proprietors of shipping, and 
consequently our carriers. The amount paid by-the South to 
our Northern cities in the form of profits on goods imported from 
abroad would very soon supply us with quite as much shipping. 
as is needful. 

Charleston, Savannah and Richmond have caught the spirit, 
and seem determined to set up for themselves instead of paying 
_ tribute to intermediate operators. Baltimore long since would 
have supplied the demand of the South for merchandise, had not 
our merchants most unnaturally continued to go further north. It 
cannot be that Mobile will still sleep on with her immense ex- 
ports of cotton, with her growing lumber trade, with her trade in 
coal and naval stores yet in its infancy, but susceptible of ex- 
pansion to any extent. Why should not New Orleans, with an 


export trade unequalled in extent or variety, supply the almost 
S4 
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unlimited extent of country whose products naturally seek an 
outlet down the Mississippi, with what the people there want 
from abroad? Nothing hinders her but the proper direction of 
capital and enterprise. She certainly has enough of the former, 
which can always put the latter in requisition. "The South is so 
good a customer of the carrying interest in the transportation of 
her products, that she may always employ shipping, no matter 
where owned, to bring back her imports. 

It may be that the terms of credit in foreign markets may not 
be so convenient as in our Northern cities to the course of deal- 
ing in the South. However this may be, -there can be no diffi- 
culty in bringing about an accommodation, if, instead of central- 
izing our means ‘dt the North, we were to concentrate them at 
home. ` 

Why isli that Liverpool should be almost the only foregin 
mart for obr cotton, and British capitalists should dictate its price 
both at home and abioad? The continuance of this state of 
things is certainly the result of an indisposition to strike out new 
“channels of commerce, and the want of effort to establish a di- 
rect trade with other countries that purchase our great staple in 
some form in England. If our customers were increased, and 
competition stimulated, there can be little doubt that prices 
would be steadier, and the planter more justly remunerated. In- 
stead of yielding up the markets of the coniinent to British enter- 
prise, would it not be far better to open a direct intercourse with 
Hamburg, Amsterdam, and the other great commercial cities of 
the continental Europe, and extend our trade with France? A 
large quantity of our cotton could be manufactured into yarns at 
home—employment thus given to our laboring people—the costs 
of transportation diminished, and the profits of the producer in- 
creased. , 

To produce the results which I consider important to improve 
the condition of the South, and to give to her greater indepen- 
` dence and power, itis necessary that the producing and consuming 
interests should give an impetus to the change. Let them make 
àn earnest, united, and persevering movement, and the end will 
be accomplished much sooner than is generally supposed. But 
so long as they are quiescent and inactive, our merchants will en- 
counter obstacles and discourdgements which will most probably 
retard their progress, if not entirely defeat their purposes. 


In presenting these views I have been influenced less by a section-. 


al feeling than a desire to advance the South to a degree of pros- 
perity, to which her great resources, aided by well directed effort, 
entitle her to aspire. I haye always, regarded the citizens of the 
© United States, whether living upon the Aroostook or the Rio 
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Grande, the Atlantic or the Pacific, as my countrymen, and would 
not willingly contribute to an estrangement of the different sec- 
tions from each other. Self-protection, however, is not only a 
paramount right, but a duty. 

Hoping that your present session my be distinguished by har- 
mony, and a devotion to the public interest, I pledge you my cor- 
dial co-operation in all proper measures that tend to promote the 
: welfare of Alabama and prepetuate a union of the States upon 
the principles of the Constitution. .

Whereas, the institution of slavery in the Southern States has 
for a long series of years been rendered a fruitful source of trouble 
and perplexity to our national legislature by the intermeddling 
of the artful, designing and ambitious demagogue : 

And whereas, the recent acquisition of territory of Mexico 
by treaty at the close of the war with that Republic was eagerly 
seized upon by those demagogues as a more effectual means of 
agitating and disquieting the public mind throughout the nation : 

And whereas, the members of the first session of the last Con- 
gress, moved by-a spirit of patriotism, concession and com- 
promise, did adopt a series of measures familiarly called the 
compromise measures, which were intended asa final adjustment 
of all the difficulties which had heretofore existed or could be 
by them anticipated in connection with the subject of slavery : 

And whereas, two strong factions in our country, one at the 
North and.one at the South, entertaining extreme but opposite 
opinions on this subject—the former asserting that some of the 
compromise measures are intended and designed to favor and do 
favor the institution of slavery, and that sooner than be partakers 
in this Union of the odium and sin of slavery, they would 
choose rather to witness the downfall of this “infamous 
Union.” The latter declare, that these measures are violative of 
the constitution, unjust and oppressive to the South, and in their 
tendency ruinous to the peculiar institution of the South, and - 
as such they ‘meditate and advise” a dissolution of the Union ;- 
and that the question of dissolution “is only one as to time:” 

To the end, therefore, that the position of this State be clearly 
apprehended by her confederates of the South and the North, 
and that she may be blameless of all future consequences— 

1. Beit therefore resolved Ly the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, 
That we hold thé American Union secondary in importance only 
to those rights and principles it was designed to perpetuate; that 
past associations, present fruitions and future prospects will bind 


us to it so long as it continues to be the safeguard of those rights . 
“and privileges. 
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2.' Resolved, That if the thirteen original parties to the con- 
tract, bordering the Atlantic in a narrow belt, while their separate 
interests were in embryo, their peculiar tendencies scarcely de- 
veloped, their revolutionary trials and triumphs still green in 
memory, found union impossible without compromise, the thirty- 
one of this day may well yield somewhat in the conflict_of opin- 
ion and policy to preserve that Union which has extended the 
sway of republican government over a vast wilderness to other 
nations and proportionally advanced their civilization and na- 
tional greatness. 

3» Resolved, That in this spirit the State of Alabama has ma- 
turely considered the action of Congress, embracing a series of 
measures for the admission of California into the Union, the or- 
ganization of territorial governments.for Utah and New Mexico, 
the establishment of a boundary between the latter and the State 
of Texas, the suppression of the slave trade in the District of 
Columbia, and the extradition of fugitive slaves, and (connected 
with them) the rejection of propositions to exclude slavery from 
the Mexican territories, and to abolish it in the District of Colum- 
bia; and whilst she does not wholly approve, will abide by it as 
a permanent adjustment of this sectional controversy. 

4, Resolved, That the State of Alabama will and ought to re-

The undersigned, Committee on Federal Relations, to whom 
was referred the joint resolutions upon the subject of slavery and 
the compromise measures, differing from a majority of the com- 
mittee, avail ourselves of our right to dissent from the report of 
a majority, and to make known the reasons which govern us. 

The State of Alabama, in common with most of the Southern 
States, who have been aggrieved by the fanatical interference of 
the people of the non-slave-holding states with our domestic af- 
fairs, which have passed on various occasions resolutions and re- 
monstrances against the course pursued by the free states, and 
have taken high and patriotic ground in regard to our rights on 
the subject of slavery and our right to an equal participation in 
the common property of the States of this confederacy. Our re- 
monstrances and resolves have had no effect and are utterly disre- 
garded by the people at the North. 
`. Weare becoming noted asa people ready to pass high-toned 
resolves in the maintenance and assertion of our political equality, 
but very slow to do any thing to enforce an observance. of those 
rights. Many of the people of the slave-holding States are of 
opinion that we have already been treated with great injustice 
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and wrong, by the enactment of the measures known as the 
compromise ; and that as the Sothern States propose no remedy 
for these wrongs, we shouid in silence await further develope- 
ments of the intentions of the majority in the federal legisla- 
ture and in the free states. Self-respect and becoming dignity 
require that we should pass no more resolves on this question ; 
the resolutions seem to be a copy of resolutions passed in an ad- 
joining State, and known däs the “ Georgia Plattorm.” It may 
be well to enquire if Georgia has not backed out from that posi- 
tion, and to see what co-operation we may expect in resisting to 
a disruption “of every tie” that binds us to the Union; and to 
enquire where we get the right to dissolve the bonds of the Un- 

ion, and to look into the consequences of such a disruption. 

One of the resolutions read, “that it is our deliberate opinion 
that upon the faithful execution of the fugitive slave law by the 
proper authorities, depends the preservation of our much loved 
Union.” Since the first passage of this resolution, the measure 
alluded to has been opeply set at naught in one of the most pop- 
ulous cities in the Union, and no punishment has followed. In 
the State of New York, aslave has teen rescued and turned loose 
from the law, and the act has been sustained by public opinion. 

-In the State of Pennsylvania, a citizen of a Southern State has 

been murdered by a mob whose populace prevented the appre- 
hension of runaway slaves. Free negroes and white men have 
been indicted for high treason, but there is no probability of any 
conviction or that any pumshment will follow. 

We hold that it becomes us not to talk about the permanency 
of this Government depending on the faithful observance of a 
law already violated, and which violation creates no excitement 
in the country most interested. Let us in quiet await the com- 
ing of events now in the womb of time, and hope that when 
further wrong is done us, the people of Alabama will be pre- 
pared to resist that wrong, no matter by whom perpetrated, in a 
manner becoming American freemen.

‘duced a doubt in the minds of some as to the exercise of the 
power under consideration reads thus, ‘nor shall private prop- 
erty be taken for public nse without just compensation.” 

This provision is only declarative of the common law on the 
same subject. See Young vs. McKensey, 3 Kelly’s Reps. 31; 
Railroad Company vs. Davis, Devreux & Battle’s Reps. 451. 

The compensation here contemplated does not mean remunera- 
tion alone in money, but includes works or enterprises which, in 
their necessary tendency, benefit the individual whose property 
is thus taken. 

In this opinion they are fully Susane by repeated adjudica- 
tions upon the subject. Thus in the case of T'homas vs. Liland, 
24.Wendell, Rep. 65, an act of the Legislature of New-York 
imposing a tax upon the local district of the State in reference 
to a public improvement was declared constitutional by the Su- 
preme Conrt of New-York. 

The act of Virginia requiring the county court to levy a tax 
upon tithablés of the county for the purpose of improving the 
navigation of a stream within it, was declared by the Supreme 
Court of Virginia to be constitutional, though passed without the 


assent of the people of the county. 
The bill under consideration comes to us with the additibnal

Exécutive DEPARTMENT, 
Montgomery, November 2), 1851. i 
To the Senate and House of Representatives : 

I have the pleasure herewith to transmit the manuscript of the 
code of the State of Alabamaand practice prepared by the Hons. 
J. J. Ormond, G. Goldthwaite and A. P. Bagby. The report of 
the commissioners gave a general outline of the arrangement of 
the entire work and a general statement of the character of the 
changes in our existing statute laws. I have not for the reason 
stated, examined the codes, and therefore cannot speak with par- 
ticularity of their provisions. The arrangement and modifica- 
tion indicated by the report seem, however, to be judicious and 
adapted to the public interest and expectation. 

Tam quite sure that the labor of examining the work of the 
commissioners is generally over estimated. If this duty be 
earnestly entered upon and prosecuted with reasonable industry, 
I feel confident that in addition to the ordinary legislation, you 
will be able to consider and definitively act upon the report by 
the first of Febreary. 2 

F bave taken leave most respectfully to make this remark, be- 
cause I understand some persons perhaps entertain the opinion, 
that an extra session should be convened next year devoted 
to the consideration of these codes. 

The labor of the commissioners, I am sure, has been great; 
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and taking the compensation heretofore allowed for compiling 
the statute laws as a criterion, I think twenty-five hundred: dol- 
lars to each commissioner would be a reasonable allowance.

1. Whatever views, as an individual, I may have entertained 
as to the various matters embraced in the acts of the last ses- 
sion of Congress known as the compromise act, yet, in view of 
the action of the people of the different States, and of my own 
immediate constituents, in relation to these measures, I regard 
this act, as it was intended by its framers, as a settlement of the 
questions which have so long convulsed aud distracted the 
country. 

2. Satisfied that a large majority of the peopie cf the United 
States, as well as those of this State, are willing to acquiesce in 
the provisions of the Compromise, and believing also that if 
these provisions are sustained with honesty and good faith by 
the people of the non-slaveholding States, it will give perma- 
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nency to our institutions and avert the dangers which threatened 
the dissolution of our Union. I am opposed to all unnecessary 
agitation in relation to any subject which it was the object of 
that Compromise to put at rest. The resolutions which I de- 
clined to vote upon I cannot but consider as tending to revive 
unnecessarily this agitation, and to needlessly disturb a har- 
mony which can remain unbroken only so long as these ques- 
tions are permitted to remain at rest 

Under the influence of these reasons, I felt it tobe my duty to 
participate in no act or vote which might tend to derange the 
settlement of these questions, and I respectfully request the Se- 
nate that my reasons as above set forth may be entered on its 
journal.

Mr. Walker, from the Joint aa on the Code, made 
the following report : 

The Joint Committee of both Houses, to which was referred 
the Report of the Commissioners appointed to codify the laws, 
and whose duty ıt was made to examine the Code and report 
‘the most material changes” in the existing laws, and make such 
recommendations as might seem proper, have had the same 
under consideration and instructed me to report: 

That they have carefully examined the whole Code, and that 
their labors have been diminished, and the time which otherwise 
would have been consumed, greatly abridged by the assistance 
of the commissioners whọ were invited to attend the meetings 
of the committee, for the purpose of pointing out the alterations in 
the existing laws contemplated by the Code, and stating the reas 
sons for those alterations. 

Before discharging the specific duty assigned to the committee, 
they would beg leave to bring to the notice of the General As- 
sembly the general system or plan of arrangement which has 
been adopted by the commissioners, and which, in the opinion of 
the committee, combines simplicity, order and clearness. In- 
steads of the alphabetical arrangement. hitherto in use, by which 
statute having no connection with or dependence on each other 
were necessarily thrown together without any arrangement or 
order, the Code which has been submitted by the commissioners 
is divided into four parts or general divisions. The first of these 
divisions contains the provisions applicable to the whole Code, 
which may properly be considered the key to its construction— 
those laws essential to State organization, such as its boundaries, 
sovereignty and jurisdiction; its political division into counties, 
congressional and senatorial districts; the legislative and execu- 
tive departments; the various laws in relation to the public print- 
ing; the distribution of the Acts and Journals, the laws of the 
United States and other public documents; with the general rules 
applicable to State offices and officers; their oaths, bonds, the 
delivery of books, papers, property and money to their successors ; 
and the mode of giving notice of vacancies occurring by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, .from office. This division also em- 
braces laws in relation to electors and elections by the people ; 
the mode of conducting and the manner of contesting the same ; 
the financial department of the State government, comprehend- 
ing the duties of the comptroller and treasurer in relation to the 
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finances of the State ; the system and items of taxation, with 
the rules for the assessment and collection of the taxes, and the 
payment of the same into the treasury by the collectors and 
other officers ; the administration of the public property belong- 
ing to the State, and of certain funds in which the State is in- 
terested. This division also comprehends the judicial organiza- 
tion of the State, including the supreme court and its officers, 
the chancery divisions, districts, courts of chancery and its officers, 
judicial circuits, circuit courts, and their officers, courts of pro-~ 
bate, courts of county commissioners, justices of the peace, con- 
stables and attorneys; defines the general powers and duties of 
these officers, as well as the general and special jurisdiction of the 
several courts. It contains also the general laws in relation to 
county organization; the Jaws of the. State in relation to educa- 
tion, compréhending township schools, the Univeristy of Ala- 
bama, and the formation of corporations for educational pur- ` 
poses; the various regulations of trade and commerce, as well as 
those laws properly appertaining to the internal police of the 
State, such as the regulation of slaves and free persons of color, 
strays, enclosures, and partition fences, roads, bridges, ferries and 
water courses. 

The second division contains all laws relative to the acquisi- 
tion, enjoyment and disposition of property, both real and per- 
sonal, as also those relating to private rights, embracing convey- 
ances of every description, the mode and manner of their ac- 
knowledgment and proof, recording, aud rules as to their con- 
struction; the laws relating to private corporations, limited 
partnerships, interest, negotiable instruments; and for the pre- 
venting of frauds and perjuries; the whole body of statutory 
Jaw applicable to the estates of decedents, including the laws 
regulating descents and distribution, wills, and the powers, 
duties, rights, and liabilities of executors and administrators; 
the domestic relations, embracing the relations of husband and 
wife, parent and: child, guardian and ward, and master and slave; 
the statutory provisions in relation to escheats, salvage, water- 
works and dams, and the redemption of real estate. 

The third division is confined to proceedings in civil cases, 
and contains : 

1. The proceedings in civil actions in courts of common law; 

2. Special proceedings in certain cases ; 

3. Proceedings before Justices of the Peace ; 

4, Proceedings in Chancery ;

crees pro confesso, bills of reviews, ne eveat, equitable attachments, 
and other writs of seizure, injunctions, the appointment of re- 
ceiver, creditor’s bills, appointment of trustees, issues out of 
chaneery, and the rendition, lien, effect and enforcement of de- 
crees, and the costs in that court. 

This-division also includes the fees and allowances to officers - 
_ in civil cases, and appeals to the ciicuit and supreme courts. 

The fourth division relates solely to crimes and their punish- 
ments, proceedings in criminal cases, jails and the penitentiary. 
It defines offences, prescribes their punishment; regulates the 
proceedings in relation to grand and petit juries; prescribes the 
limitation of proceedings; defines the local jurisdiction of in- 
dictable offences ; contains all provisions for the binding over to 
court, and to keep the peace; the finding of indictments; the 
writ, bail and trial of the defendant: the necessary provisions 
as to appeals and writs of error in criminal cases; the statutory’ 
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enactment in relation’ to reprieves, commutations and pardons; 

the writ of habeas corpus, and the proceedings thereon; all special 
proceedings of a criminal nature, including coroners? inquests, 
search warrants, vagrants, proceedings in cases of bastardy, ab- 
sconding felons, and fugitives from justice. 

This division also embraces all the provisions in relation to the 
organization aud police of the penitentiary, the powers and duties 
of its officers, the removal of prisoners thereto, and the punish- 
ment of escapes therefrom ; service of process on, and taking 
the testimony of convicts; the law in relation to jails, jailors and 
prisoners, with the fees and allowances to sheriffs and other 
officers in criminal cases. 

The committee has deemed it necessary thus to present the plan 
which has been adopted by the commissioners in the execution of 
the duty assigned them, with a brief notice of ihe contents of 
each- geueral division of the Code, beliving that from this course | 
the general assembly would be the better prepared to act advisedly 
in relation to the Code, as also to understand and appreciate the 
advantages which this mode of arrangement possesses over the 
old system. 

In relation to the changes which are proposed ili the existing 
laws, the committee would direct the attention of the Géneral 
Assembly to the fact manifested by an examination of the Code, 
that the laws of this State in force up to the cose of the last 
session form the basis of the work reported by the Commissioners. 
In the cases in which those laws were imperfect, wanting in de- 
tail, or insufficient from any cause. to effect the results contem- 
plated by them, the object has been to perfect, to supply existing 
deficiences, to extend the law so as to reach the mischief intend- 
ed to be removed, and to give vigor, efficiency and system to the 
previous legislation of the State, rather than to effect radical 
changes in that legislation. In almost every page of the Code 
instances occur where statutes have been pruned of their redun- 
dances, where deficiences had been supplied and obscurities 
made cear. In many instances important, and in the opinion of 
your committee, beneficial changes have been made and the ex- 
isting laws greatly improved. and in some cases the change has 
been radical. 

In reporting the most naterial alterations proposed by the 
Code, the committee have deemed it the better course to bring 
them directly before the General Assembly, by reporting the 
section or sections making such changes in the language of the 
Commissioners, instead of giving what the committee may have 
regarded as the effect of that language; in those cases, however, 
where it would have been necessary, had this course been pur- 
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sued without deviation, to have transcribed an entire chapter or 
articles, to avoid rendering the report too voluminous, the sub- 
> stance of such chapter or article has been given, and they sub- 
mit herewith the accompanying statement. in which’ is incor- 
porated all the changes proposed to be made by the code, which, 
in the opinion of your committee, can appropriately be charac- 
terised as “the most material.” The General Assembly will 
readily perceive that an examination made by a legislative com- 
mittee, (however careful and critical it may be,) is not the surest 
or most effectual mode of testing a work of thischaracter. The 
only safe and reliable tests are time, the success or failure in 
practical operation of its various provisions, and the scrutiny 
which an enlightened public will give it when printed and dis- 
tributed. Thecommon law, the chancery system and the civil 
law, with their acknowledged imperfections, are nevertheless the 
result of the experience and learning of centuries. Experience 
has fully demonstrated that systems, apparently the most perfect 
in theory, are sometimes insufficient and useless in practice; 
while on the other baud, measures theoretically indefensible are 
sometimes found useful and profitable in their practical opera- 
tions. However wise may be the improvements suggested in 
the Code, it will be difficult, if not impossible. to fully appreciate 
the prospective benefits to flow from them withouta trial; while, 
on the other hand, its omissions and deficiencies, of which no 
work of buman hands (no matter by how much wisdom and 
learning guided) can be entirely free. will be fully manifested 
only in the light of experieuce. The provisions of the Code 
are to a great extent dep2ndent on each other, and so connected 
as to forma system; from this it results that it would be diffi- 
cult for any one not intimately acquainted with it as a whole, to 
perceive the effect which a change of one part might have upon 
others, and how far it might -mar the general arrangement, or to 
determine the consequences of striking otit or inserting a sec- 
tion. Changing the Code by altering, adding to or striking 
out any of its provisions, unless done with the utmost delibera- 
tion and circumspection, and witha view to the entire work, 
would probably make it contradictory and repugnant in itself, 
and increase the difficulty of construction so as to materially 
impair its usefulness. i 

It is also to be considered that the work must be printed and 
distributed before it can go into operation, and therefore that its 
provisions can not be of force very long before the meeting of 
the next legislature. Daring the short period which must elapse 
after the promulgation of the Code and before the meeting of 
the next General Assembly, the merits of the work will to some 
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extent be tested, its provisions thoroughly examined, its defects 
and omissions ascertained, and its advantages appreciated ; and 
at the next session of the General Assembly such alterations may 
be made as are found necessary. 

The public necessities have long required aud the public voice 
long demandediin this State, a codification and reduction to a 
simple and intelligible system of the hitherto® confused and un- 
digested mass of our statute laws. To discharge this duty, men 
deservedly standing high for their ability and fidelity, to public 
_trusts, have been appointed; those men, with a full sense of the 
responsibility incident to their office, have prepared and pre- 
sented tothe General Assembly, at the expense of great labor, a 
work which they deem (justly as your committee think ) adequate 


to meet the public expectation and to satisfy the public necessi- . 


ties. A work thus prepared is entitled to the full confidence, 
and claims the most favorable consideration at the hands of the 
General Assembly. 

Influenced by these considerations, the committee is of the 
opinion that the present responsibility in the preparation of the 
Code should be left where the action of a prior legislature de- 
posited it, and that the wisest course now to be pursued is to 
adopt the Code and order it to be printed for distribution among 
the citizens of the State, so that it may be deliberately examined 
and such changes only hereafter be proposed as are considered 
essential after “the maturest reflection. 

With this view, the Joint Committee respectfully submit the 
accompanying bill, and recommend its passage.

The most material alterations of the existing law made by the 
Code. 


Section 9. That when by any law a bond is required, an un- ' 


dertaking without seal is sufficient. 

Sec. 67. Requires the attorney general to give bond in the 
sum of ($10,000) ten thousand dollars. 

Sec. 126. Declares the obligatory effect of all official bapds 
upon the principal and securities therein, to extend: 

Ist. To any breach of the condition during the time the oft- 
cer vontinues in office, or discharges any of the duties thereof. 

2d. For the faithful discharge of such duties -as- may be re- 
quired of the officer, by any law passed subsequently to the exe- 
~ ation of the bond. 
© 3d. o the extent of the injury caused by any wrongful act, 
committed under color of office, as well as the failure to per- 
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form, or the improper or neglectful performance of those duties 
* imposed by law. 

Sec; 128. That whenever an officer, required by law to give 
bond, åcts under a bond which is not payable, approved and con- 
ditioned as prescribed by law, such bond is not void, but stands 
in the place of the official bond, subject, on its condition being 
broken, to all the remedies which the person aggrieved might 
have maintained on the official bond, executed, approved and 
_ filed according to law. 

ARTICLE 6, page 29. Prescribes proceedings to compel the de- 
livery of books, papers, property and money by public officers to 
their successors, for which in many instances no provision is 
made by the existing law. 

Ant. 2, page 35. Provides for the laying off each county in 
the State into election precincts by the court of county commis- 
sioneys; to define their boundaries and appoint a place of voting 
therein; to number and record such election precincts, and not 
to change the same except on the first Monday in February, 
1853, and every three years thereafter; with the necessary provi- 
sions for recording and giving notice of the formation of such 
precinct, the places of voting, and any alterations that may be 
made in the same. 

Art. 5, page 48. Provides for the discos of two justices of 
the peace and one constable for each election precinct. 

Src. 339. That in the case of a tie between electors for Presi- 
dent and Vice President the Governor shall decide. 

Chapter 7, page 63. Provides a general law for elections on 
amendments to the constitution. 

Sec. 365. Declares that the comptroller has not authority i in 
any case, unless expressly given by law, to Teceive any of the 
State revenue. 

Sec. 368. That the fiscal year shall end on the thirtieth day 
of September. (Instead of the first day of November.) 

Sec. 387. Exempts from taxation all insane persons and their 
property to the value of ($1000) one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 388, 27th SDAN. Reduces tax on cards from fifty 
cents to ten cents. 

Sec. 388, 34th subdivision. Imposes a tax on revolving pistols 
of two dollars, and reduces the tax on bowie-knives, and knives 
of like kind and description, to two dollars. 

Sec. 390. Declares the tax year to be the year ending thirty- 
first day of August in each year. 

Sec. 399. Provides that the judge of probate of each county 
must, on the first day of each circuit court, furnish the foreman 
of the grand jury with a list of all licenses granted within the 
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two years preceding. (The present law only veguireg retailing @ 


licenses granted within the last twelve months.) 

Art. 7, page 83. Provides rules for the assessment of the pro- 
perty of corporations. _(No rules under the present law.) 

Sec. 415, Provides for the appointment of tax assessors on 
the second ‘Monday in August of each year. (Instead of the first 
Monday in/January.) 

Sec. 418. Makes it the duty of the assessor to assess persons, 
personal property and other items of taxation which are to be as- 
sessed by him, after the first of September and by the first day 
of the following January. 

Src. 422. That assessors must return their assessment books 
to the judge of probate by the first Monday in n January. (In- 
stead of the first day of August.) 

Sec. 435. That the court of county commissioners must, on 
the second Monday in January in each year, set for the purpose 
of examining and correcting the assessment books. (Instead of 
the second Monday in August as under present law.) 

Sec. 442. The tax collector’s term commences from the first 
of March after his electiou. (Instead of the first of May.) 

Sec. 446. That the tax collector must collect taxes by the 
first of September in each year. (Instead of first Monday in 
January.) 

Suc. 454. That after the sale of real property for taxes, the 
tax collector must make out and deliver to each purchaser a certi- 
ficate of purchase. (Instead of a deed.) 

Sec. 456. Provides that if lands do not bring sufficient amount 
to pay taxes and expenses, to be bid off for, and the certificate of 
purchase to be made to the State, and delivered to the comp- 
troller. - 

Sec. 459. That the collector must, within five days after the 
sale of lands for taxes, deliver to the judge of probate a statement 
showing the names of the purchasers, the purchase money, the 
lands sold to each purchaser, the amount of taxes and costs ; 
which statement must be recorded by the judge of probate in a 
book kept for that purpose, and if redeemed, the name of the 
person redeeming, and the amount paid, entered against the tract. 

Src. 459. Provides for the redemption of land sold for taxes 
by payment to be made to the judgé of probate, or in case it is 
bid off by the State, to the comptroller. 

Sec. 465. If not redeemed within two years, judge of probate 
to make title to purchaser, his heirs or assigns, by deed. 

Sec. 479. Payment to be made into the State treasury by the 
first Monday in September. (Instead of the first Monday in Janu- 
ary.) 
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Sec. 491. Allows for assessment on property which has es- 
caped assessment any previous year twenty per cent. on the 
amount of tax when collected. ; 

Art. 1, page LOL. In relation to school lands, substitutes school 
trustees in the place of commissioners of the sixteenth sections, 
so thatthere are but one set-of officers: provides for their elec- 
tion, and prescribes their duties as to the sale and lease of school 
lands. 

Src. 699. Extends the jurisdiction of justices to all actions 
founded on any wrong or injury, except slander, where the 
damages claimed do not exceed fifty dollars; and to all actions 
brought to recover specific property, where the value does not 
exceed fifty dollars. ; 

Chapter 10, page 142. Provides for the admission of attorneys 
by the supreme, chancery, or circhit courts, prescribes their du- 
ties ; and also makes provision-feetheir removal or suspension. 

Sec. 750. Incorporates dounties, with power to sue and be 
sued in any court of record. 

Sec. 756. Prescribes that the county jails must contain at least 


‘three apartments properly ventilated, so as to secure the health 


of prisoners: one for debtors, one for criminals, and one for fe- 
males. 

Sec. 811. Makes it the duty of the school trustees : 

Ist. To ascertain the number of persons between the ages of 
eight and twenty-one years residing in their township, and to en- 
ter the same on their books. 

2d. To divide, if necessary, and their school funds are suffi- 
cient, their townships into convenient school districts. 

3d. To establish in each school district, for at least three 
months in each year, a school for instruction in the common En- 
glish branches: reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling, grammar 
and geography. 

‘Ath. T'o locate such schools with reference to the convenience 
of the inhabitants of the township or school ‘district, and to 
make all contracts, purchases and, payments for school houses, 
building, repairing and furnishing the same. 

5th. To employ such teachers as they are satisfied are capable 
of teaching the branches heretofore specified, and they may em- 
ploy teachers in other branches, but the remuneration for such 
must be by special taition and not out of the school fund, and 
must not prejudice the advancement of the scholars in the En. 
glish branches. 

6th. At a special meeting, in each year, to apportion the an- 
nual rent of the school lands and the interest of the school 
funds, after deducting therefrom the actual expenses occasioned 
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by the exercise of the powers contided to them, among the schol- 
ars between the ages of eight and twenty-one years actually at- 
tending the township school for three months during such year, 
to be paid to the teacher employed, if he has discharged hi: du- 
t 

ore 813. Provides that when the school fund in any town- 
ship is sufficient, the trustees may procure assistant teachers, or 
appropriate any surplus to the purchase of books or apparatus, or 
for the tuition in natnral and experimental philosophy, agricultu- 
ral chemistry, or other studies. 

Sec. 814. That townshipsin which the school fund is too small 
to establish a separate school may unite with adjoining town- 
ships, and unite the funds of such townships in employing a 
teacher, locating the school with reference to the convenience of 
the inhabitants of the townships so united. 

Sec. 15. That the trustees of the townships so united forma 
joint board, to control and direct the school funds of such town- 
ships. 

Sec. 817. That if any township is unable, from the smallness | 
of the school fund, or from the sparseness of population, to es- 
tablish a school with any other township, the school fund of such 
township is to be apportioned between the scholars thereof ac- 
tually attending a township school in any other township for 
three months in any one year, to be paid to the teacher on his 
affidavit,. that such scholars, designating them by name, attend- 
ed school for such length of time, and producing the certificate 
_of the trustees of the township in which the school was tanght, 

that he discharged his duty as a teacher. 

Chapter 3, page 186. The appointment of patrols is given to 
the justices of the election precincts, instead ot the captain of 
the beats. 

Sec. 1249. Provides that all the conveyances of lands may be 
made by instrument in writing. 

Sec. 1257. That the recording in the proper office of any 
conveyance of property which may be legally admitted to re- 
cord operates as a notice of the contents of such conveyance 
without any acknowledgment or probate thereof. 

Sec. 1261. That powers of attorney, or other instsuments 
conferring authority to convey property, may be proven or ac- 
knowledged in the same manner, and must be received as evi- 
dence to the same extent as conveyances. 

Sec. 1265. That conveyances by married women of real pro- ; 
perty, stocks in incorporated companies, and shares in manufac- 
turing associations, are inoperative unless attested by two witnes- | 
es or acknowledged in the mode and before an oflicer authorised 
to take acknowledgments of conveyances. 
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Sec, 1268. That when any person having an estate for life or 
years in personal property, removes to this State with such prop- 
erty, the conveyance creating such estate must be recorded in 
the county to which it is brought within twelve months there- 
-after ; and if such property is remoyed to another county, then ‘in 
such county within four months after its removal thereto, or 
such property must be taken to vest absolutely in such persons 
as to creditors and purchasets without notice. 

Sec. —-That personal property, conveyed in consideration -of 
maariage, when the possession retnains with the husband, or the 
husband and the wife, must be taken as the property of the hus- 

band, in favor of purchasers withdut notice and creditors ; unless 
such conveyance is doa in the county of the husband’s res- 
idence, within twelve mouths after such possession commenced 
in this State, and if the husband removes to another county ; 
within four months after such removal. 

Sec. 1284. No estate in lands can be created by way of con- 
tingent remainder, but every estate created by any will or con- 
veyance, which might have taken effect as a contingent re- 
mainder, or executory devise, has the same property and effects 
as the latter estate. 

Sec. 49, 1287. When a remainder, created by deed or will is 
limited to the heirs, issue, or heirs of the body, of a person to 
whom a life estate in the same property is given, the persons who 
on the termination of the life estate are the heirs, issue, or heirs 
of the body, of such tenant for life, are entitled to take as pur- 
chasers, by virtue of the remainder limited to them. 

Sec. 1293. No trust of estate for the purpose of accumulation 
only, can have any force or effect for a longer term than ten 
years, unless when for the benefit of a minor in being, at the 
date of the conveyance ; or if by will, at the death of the testa- 
tor ; in which case the trust may extend to the termination of 
such minority. 

Sec. 1294. ‘That no leasehold estate can be created fora long- 
er term than twenty years. ` 

Sec. 1300. In all cases in which a payment has been or may 
be made, to a trustee authorised to receive the same, the person 
making such payment is not responsible for its application ac- 
cording to the trust, nor can any right or title derived from such 
trustee in consideration of such payment, be impeached on ac- 
count of any misapplication of the same; unless it oe made to 
appear that the person making such payment colluded with the 
trustee, or knew of his intention to waste or mismanage the 
fund. 

Sec. 1305. Upon the death of a sole or surviving trustee of 
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an express trust, -the trust estate does not descend to his heirs or 
pass to his personal representatives. 

' Sec. 1312. No disposition by virtue of a power is void in law 
or equity, on the ground that it was more extensive than was 
authorised by the power, but every estate or interest thus created 
is valid so far as the same is conferred by the power. 

Sec. 1316. When a disposition under a power is directed to 
be made between or among several persons, without specifying 
the sum or share ‘to be allotted to each, all the persons designated 
are entitled to an equal proportion ; but when the terms of the 
power import that the estate or fund is to be distributed between 
the persons so designated, in such manner or proportion as the 
trustee of the power may think proper, the distribution or appor- 
tionment made by sucli trustee cannot be impeached in law or 
equity, on the ground that it is unsubstantial, illusory or nom- 
inal. . 
Sec. 1317. If the trustee of a power, with the right of selec- 
tion, dies, leaving the power unhexecuted ; its execution may be 
decreed i in equity for the equal benefit of all the persons desig- 
nated as the objects of the trust. 

Sec. 1319. When a disposition under an appointment, ora 


power, is directed to be made to, or among the children of any - 


person, without restricting it te any particniar children, it may 
be exercised in favor of the grand children, or other descendants, 
‘of such person. 

Sec. 1321. When lands are devised to several executors, ora 
naked power given them by-will to sell, the survivor or survi- 
vors, and the acting executor or executors, when any one or 
more of them resigus, or refuses to act, or is removed by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, and also an administrator with the 
will annexed, has the same interest in, and power over such 
lands, for the purposes of making sale thereof, as the executors 
named _in such will might have had. 

Sec] 1322. When a power is vested in several persons; and 
previous to the execution one or more of such persons die, it may 
be executed by the surviv:r or survivors.’ 

Seq 1323. Every special and beneficial power is liable in equi- 
ty to the claims of creditors, and the execution of the same may 
be decreed for their benefit. 

Sec. 1467. All private corporations whose charters expire by 
their own limitation, or are annulled by forfeiture or dissolved 
for any other cause, exist as bodies corporate for the term of five 
years after such dissolution, for the purpose of prosecuting or de- 
fending suits by or against them, settling their business, dispos- 
ing of their property and dividing their capital stock ; but not 
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for the purpose of continuing the business for which they have 
been or may be established. 

Sec. 1510. No person within this State must be charged as an 
acceptor of a bill of exchange unless his acceptance is in writing 
signed by himself or agent. 

Sec. 1511. An unconditional promise in writing to accept a 
bill before it is drawn, amounts to an actual acceptance. 

Sec. 1520. In all cases where notice of the non-acceptance of 
a bill of exchange, or non-payment of a bill of exchange, pro- 
missory note, or other negotiable instrument, is given by sending 
the same by mail, it is sufficient if such notice is directed.to the 
place where the person sought to be charged by such notice, re- 
sided at the time of making drawing, or endorsing such bill, 
note, or negotiable instrament ; ; or to post office nearest to his re- 
sidence at that time, unless -at the time of appending his signa- 
ture to such bill, note, or negotiable instrument, be specified 
thereon the post office to’ which he requires the notice to be ad- 
‘dressed. 

- Sec. 1529. That every contract for the sale of goods, chattels 
or things in action, for a price exceeding two hundred dollars, is 
void, unless such agreement or some note or memorandum there- 
of, expressing the consideration is "in writing, and subscribed by 
the party to be charged therewith, or some other person by him 
thereunto lawfully oai in wnting ; unless the buyer ac- 
eepts and receives part of the goods and chattels, or evidences, 
or some of them, of such things in action ; or unless the buyer 
at the time pay some part of the purchase money. 

Sec. 1531. No action can be maintained to charge any per- 
son, by reason of any representation or assurance made concern- 
ing the character, conduct, ability, trade or dealings of any per- 
son, when such action is brought by the person to whom such 
representation or assurance was made, unless the same is in wri- 
ting, signed by the party sought to he charged. 

ARTICLE 5, page 294. Provides in case of gambiing or wager- 
ing contracts, that the money or thing lost may be recovered 
back: 

Ist. By the party losing, within six months. 

2d. By any person, for the use of the wife, or if no wife, the 
child or children, and if no child, the next of the kin of the lo- 
ser, within twelve months, 

3d. By any attaching or judgment creditor of the loser, by 
garnishment, within two years. 

Sec. 1554. There is no distinction between the whole and the 
half blood in the same degree, unless the inheritance came to 
the intestate by descent, devise or gift from, or of, some one of 
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his ancestors, in which case all those who are not of the blood of 
such ancestor are excluded from the inheritance, as against those 
of the same degree. 

Sec. 1584. Every devise made by a testator in express terms 
of all his real estate, or in any other terms denoting his intention 
to devise of all his real property, must be construed to pass all 
the real estate which he was entitled to devise at the time of his 
death. 

Sec. 1584. When any estate, real or personal, is devised or be- 
queathed to achild, or other descendant, of the testator, and such 
devisee or legatee dies in the lifetime of such testator, leaving a 
child or other descendant, surviving such testator, such legacy 
does not lapse, but vests in such child or descendant, as if such 
devisee or legatee had survived the testator and died intestate. 

Src. 1590. No will 1s effectual to pass real or personal property, 


‘except in the cases hereinafter provided for, unless the same is in 


writing, sigued by the testator or some person in his presence 
and by his direction, and attested by at ldast two witnesses, who 
must subscrbe their names thereto, in the presence of the tes- 
tator. 

Sec. 1594. An unwritten will of personal property is valid, 
when the property bequeathed thereby does not exceed five 
hurdred dollars. 

Sec. 1635. No person must be deemed á fit person to serve as 
executor : 

Ist. Who is under the age of twenty-one years. 

2d. Who is not an inhabitant of this State. 

3d. Whe has been convicted of any infamous crime. 

5th. Who, from intemperance, improvidence, or want of un- 
derstarding, is incompetent to discharge the duties of the trust. 

Sec. 1645, Administration of an estate must be granted. to 
some one of the persons herein named, if willing to accept, and 
fit to serve; in the following order: 

Ist. The husband or the widow. 

2d. ‘The next of kin entitled to share in the distribution of the 
estate. 

3d. The largest creditor of the estate. 

Ath. Such person as the judge of probate may appoint. 

Sec. 1647. If several persons of the same degree of kindred 
to the intestate are entitled to the administration, males are to be 
preferred to females, and the whole blood to the half blood. 

Sec. 1714. When the deceased leaves a widow, or a child or 
children under the age of twenty-one years, members of his 
family, the following property is exempt from sale for the pay- 
ment of his debts: 
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vst. All articles of apparel of the widow and children, and all 
yarn and cloth on hand intended for their use or consumption. 

9d. The wearing apparel of the deceased, which must be dis- 
tributed among the family, at the discretion of the executor or 
administrator, unless otherwise disposed of by the deceased. 

3d. The family bible, and all school and prayer books in use 
of the family, and all family portraits and miniatures. 
_ Ath. The spinning-wheels, looms, cards and other implements 
of industry in use in the family, and as many bedsteads, beds and 
bedding, and other household and kitchen furniture as may be 
necessary for the use of the family. 

5th. Such grain, stores and groceries ott-hand as may be ne- 
cessary for the subsistence of the family for twelve months. 

6th. If it is found necessary to sell all the real property for the 
payment of debts, the widow, or if there is no widow the exec- 
utor or administrator, must select real estate to the value of five 
hundred dollars, to include the homestead, or some portion there- 
of, to be estimated by appraisers, and set off by metes and bounds; 
which is exempt from sale, and the title to which vests in such 
widow and child or children, or in the widow, if there be no 
children, or in such child or children, if no widow. í 

Sec. 1717. The debts against estatate are to be paid in the fol- 
lowing order: 

Ist. Funeral expenses. ; 

2d. The fees and charges of administration. 

3d. Expenses of the last sickness. ; 

Ath. Taxes assessed on the estate of the deceased previous to 
his death. s 

5th. Debts due to overseers, as such, for services rendered for 
the year of the death of the decedent. 

6th. The other debts of the deceased. 

Sec. 1904. Any subsequent administrator, or administrator 
with the will annexed, may have execution on judgment reco- 
vered by any person who preceded him in the administration of 
the same estate, without reviving the same, or withont any pro- 
ceeding to notify the defendant in such judgment. 

Sec. 1911. No person is liable to an action as executor of his 
own wrong, for having taken, received or interfered with the 
property of a deceased person; but is responsible to the executor 
or administrator for the value of all property so taken or received, 
and for all the damages caused by his acts to the estate of the 
deceased. À 

Sec. 1916. When the death of a person is caused by the 
wrongful act or omission of another, the personal representative 
of the former may maintain an action against the latter at any 
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time within one year thereafter, if the former could have main- 
tained an action against the latter for the same act or omission, ` 
- had he lived. i 

Sec. 1917. The damages recovered in such action cannot ex- 
ceed three years’ income of the deceased, and in no case three 
thousand dollars; the amount recovered is for the benefit of the 
- widow; if there be none, then for the benefit of the child or 
children ; if there be none, then to be distributed amongst the 
next of kin of the deceased, as other personal property. 

Sec. 2105. Every action founded on promissory note, bond 
or other contract, express or implied, for the payment of money, 
must be prosecuted in the name of the party really interested, 
whether he has the legal title or not, subject to any defence the 
payor, obligor or debtor may have had agaiust the payee, obli- 
gee orcreditor, previous to the notice of the assignment or trans- 
fer; but this clause does not’ apply to instruments payable in 
bank, or at a private banking house; in all other cases the suit 
must be instituted in the name of the person having the legal 
title. 

Sec. 2106 In all cases where suits are brought in the name 
of the person having the legal right for the use of another, the 
beneficiary must be considered as the sole party on the re- 
cord. 

Sec. 2114. A citizen of this State, or domestic corporation, 
may bring suit against the State of Alabama, in the circuit 
‘court of the county where he resides, or in which such corpora- 
tion is located, which must inall respects be governed by the 
same rules as suits between! individuals.

in his place. The court must thereupon direct notice to be given 
to the claimant of the money, and the plaintiff; and may in its 
discretion after such notice has been seived, make the order 
prayed for, and thereupon the substituted defendant stands in the 
place of the orignal defendant, and the latter is discharged from 
liability. 
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Sec. 2129. For any breach of any official bond or nndertak- 
ing, of any officer of this state, executor, administrator, or ghar 
dian, the person aggrieved may sue in his own name, assiguing 
the appropriate breach. 

Sec. 2132. All actions on contracts, express or implied, all 
personal actions, except for injuries to the person or reputation, 
survive in favor of and against personal representative. 

Chapter 2, page 409: Provides for the commencement of suit 
by summons. 

Sec. 2141. The summons must be executed at least three 
days before the return day thereof and be returned to the office 
whence it issued on, or befdre the return day; but when the 
summons has been executed twenty days or more before the re- 


turn day, it must be returned within five days after its execu- 
tion. 


Sec. 2146. When the state of Alabama is a. defendant, the 


summons must be executed by leaving a copy of. the summons 
and complaint with the governor. 

Sec. 2148. When a county is defendant, the summons must 
be executed by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint 
with the judge of probate. 

Sec. 2194. The defendant in an action of libel or slander, 
may prove in the general issue in mitigation of damages, that 
the charge was made by a mistake or through inadvertence, and 
that he has retracted the same, and offered ‘amends hefore suit, 
by publishing an apology in a newspaper, when the charge had 
been thus promulgated; or verbally in the presence of witnesses, 
‘When the accusation was verbal or written, and had offered ta 
certify the same in writing. 

Sec. 2195. If the defendant, after or before suit brought, 
make such recantation and amends, and also tender the plaintiff

where the dema! is by a personal representative ot the sany, it 
is sufficient for him to swear that he believes it to be untrue. 

Sec. 2273. Prices cyrent, and commercial lists, printed at 
any commercial mairt, are presumptive evidence of the value of 
‘any article of merchandise specified therein, at that place, at the 
date thereof, aud of the rate of exchange between that and other 
places; also- f the tates of insurance, freights, and the umes af 
the arrival, aid departure, of ships and other vessels, 

Sec. — No objection must be allowed to the competency of a 
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witness in any legal proceedings, whether examined orally or by 
deposition, because the witness has been rendered infamons by a 
conviction for any crime, except peijury or a subornation of 
perjury, or because he is interested in the event of the sut, or 
liable for costs, nuless the verdict aud judgment would be evi- 
dence for him in another suit; but the objection for such cause 
goes to his credit.

of your committee, strictly in accordance with law.’ The balance 
of cash on hand was shown to be to the eredit af the Commission- 
er, in the Bank of Mobile-and the Merchants’ Bank of New York.

The system in the opinion of your committee, has not only been 
well arranged, but has heen well executed, as the result has con- 
clusively shown. z 

The account-of the Commissioner, which we have examined and 
settled, has been prepared so as to show with much clearness the 
money received and the amount paid out—there being no item of 
expenditure stated that is not accompanied by its proper voucher, 
showing to whom, when, and on what account paid, with all ne- 
cessary par ticularity. This account is stated in duplicate, and the 
duplicate and original, after having been prepared and found cor- 
rect, have been endorsed, under the direction of the committee, by 
their chair man, with a view that one may be deposited for safe- 
keeping and fature reference, with the Comptroller of Publie Ac- 
counts, “and the other retained by the Commissioner for his voucher 
of settlement.

Report of the Commitice on Laducation. 


Mr. Malone, from the C ommitice on Edueation, made the fol- 
lowing report: 

The Committee to whom was referred the memorial or Mr. 
James A. Wattersan, 1u behalf of the deaf and dumb, beg leave 
to offer the following report iu regard tu the object of the memo- 
rial, and to call the attention of the Senate to the general subject 

of Education,’ as Introduced in the Governor's message. 

„The period has now ariived in the history of Alabama when 

@every consideration ef social intuenee, every motive of public 
utility, and every Inducement of future prosperity, urges imme- 
diate and earnest atiention to the subjeet.of education. The 
duty of every government to afford its guardianship to this im- 
portant interest, aud to make it the gionud of wise and faithful 
legislation, aud te nst a reasonable onare of its means in the pro- 
motion of its beuifeent :bieets. is now universally adwitted. 
Despotisny, mopare bites at - obbes present in our age the sub- 
lime spectacle of arni utaovetjona to ts great cause. Though, 
doubtless, ditferent reasons nave BG d Prassin and Russia from 
those which have piewpted Bugiand amd America to engage In 
the work of eduestiiu: yet ast fe a matter of sineere con- 
gratulatioun to vay Pimaninrcrie beart, that knewledge—the 
first and strongest necessity of the hewan nindas thus liberally 
encouraged ar d free ly difused, > 

The physical vane cb oman is srererticned to his intellectual 
and moral eoltture. X radh eomiwmerdas itself to our reason with + 
more weight than thnos weil established tact, L we leók at the 
history of the rechut mech vuesl rmprovements. we see that ed- 
ucated mMechantedl mind fas tiveided them Tt is so in agrienl- 
ture. [tis sorrscrenee andat {E aeesaert ecuid wake a dis- 
covery, it cowd neremploy its advantages ivr any valuable end. 
If ignorance could analyse the air. the water or earth, it would 
win no triumphs and eejey no traits.’ The laws of nature here 
are fixed and unyielding. Itis on the side of itelligence and 
wisdom that ber mighty agencies are arrayed. It is to them 
that she lends herself, her resources and her majesty. Let any 
man contrast the practical life of an educated mechanic with the 
monotonous dyagery of au uneducated one, and the result ex- 
hibits two dtiferent forms of existence. Let him look at labor, 
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toiling and unrelieved ignorance, pursuing the same wea‘y round 
for years, and dreaming of no means to mitigate its sorrows and 
lighten its evils; aud then let him look at those instrumeutatities 
that have been devised to lessen severe exertion and augment 
wealth, and he will see the blessings of enlightment. It isin 
these lower relatiouships of human pursuits that the vast utility 
of education most strikingly vindicates it supreme power. 
Without the direction and sapport of intelligence, labor reduces 
itself to the origiual curse, but with it the curse changes to a 
benediction. - A comparison of the North and South American 
States affords an illustration of these views, that impresses the 
understanding with irresistible foree. 

The connections ot labor, as thus guided by mtelligence, can- 
‘not be tov forcibly urged or toeo profoundly appreciated. {ts 
comparative independence of capital is thereby secured, its own 
productive energies are demonstrated, and its wonderful achieve- 
ments almost transcend confidence. So soon as such labor con- 
snits public wants aud creates a supply ter them, so soon as its 
thoughts, skill and power are couver.ed mto the materials of 
trade, it creates its value, forms its capital and remunerates its 
toils. Arkansas is making labor repay ttselt by reclaiming waste 
lands. The history of the great enterprise iu Ohio and Indiana, 
where steel in railroads is taken im payment of labor, the con- 
struction of the Wabash and Erie Canal. aud other similar un- 
dertakings, serve to show that intelligence wultiphes iu every 
thing its means and agencies; aud that it not ouly augments. 
the value of money. butthat i:t ecan dispause with \no incousider- 
able degree of its agsigtance. 

Nothing, ea ean be regarded asa moie fruitfal source 
of-wealth to a commuulty tkan educated mind. it knows its 
capacity and the instruments of its effective employment. It 
knows the availabilities of natme avd the methods of their con- 
“version Into a Me good. it kuows the shortest aud surest 
road to its ead. Vhatever it touches it Hicially chabges into, 
gold ; and ae it eert fes its presenco, even the rocks ren- 
dersit homage. {t is this petent agency alone that can develope 
our resources, apply our wealth, abd mature eur growth. ~ Noth- 
ing else cau make s soll and climate our auxiliaries and confirm us . 
in that position which Providence has allotted to us. Nothing 
else can render physical improvements valuable, or natural facili- 
ties useful. If we wish onr advancement to correspond with our 
opportunities; if we wish our mountaius of coal, iron and mar- 
ble to become the mountains of ‘our strength and the towers of 
our security; if we wish to see our people prosperous and con- 
tented, we must educate and educate, until the very word itself 
shall echo with a new sound, aud thrill w th a deeper import 
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Other views, in regard to the bearing of this great subject on 
morality and public order, suggest themselves for thoughtful esti- 
mation. A single example from the history of Scotland may be 
cited. One hundred years since, Scotland was every where in- 

_ fested with clans, headed by ignorant despots, and ready at any 
‘‘moment to pillage and depopulate the country. Not less than 
- 200,000 gipseys and vagabonds lived by stealing and violence. 
wow |] law was set at defiance : : all order violated, and all protection 
of person and property disregarded. The advantages of educa- 
tion in that country have now been thoroughly tested; and 
where shall we find greater peace. happiness, and virtue? Its 
condition, in many respects, is unequalled in Europe. To ex- 
hibit this fact, it is only necessary to mention that the average 
number of executions for some years for capital crimes was but 
two per year. Turning to our own country. where we might 
expect the fullest deve lopment of the noble idea of educution, 
and the amplest harvest from the zeal of, its friends, we see, here. 
as on its most appropriate theatre. the most gratifying results of 
philosophic and practical systems qi education. Elsewhere, in- 
struction may be desirable. butia a government resting on pub- 
lic opinion --a government that ts, m fact, public opinion in its 
legitimate modes of action—it becomes a permanent necesity. 
Ignorance is more to be dreaded among us than vice. The one 
is beyond the reach of law. the other is amenable tè it. Noth- 
ing ean be plainer than that the whole ideal of onr gavernment 
contemplates the education of our people—not as subjects, but as - 
citizens—not as machines. but as mtelligent agents: and it is 
equally certain that in no other way than through the wisdom of - 
our community can the inheritence’ a: freedom be perpetuated. 
If the authority of gteat names were needed to sanction these 
sentiments, those of W ashingtoa, Franklin, Henry. Jefferson. 
and Clinton might be cited. they are car beast—only so far as 
we imitate their wisdom. They are ovr models—only so far as 
we cherish their spirit. They are cur ancestors—only so far as 
we are intelligent. virtuousand patriotic. If facts are required 
to exemplify the connection between ignerance and crime, it is 
enough to statethatin theiarges: State of the Union; out of 
28, 000 persons convicted oc crime, but 125 had received a com- 
mon school education. and only half of the whole number could 
either read or write! 

If such data as the committee has just presented be properly 
examined, the intrinsic claims of this momentous interest must 
animate every reflecting mind to thought, and warm every phil- 
anthropic heart with benevolent emotions. Contemplated in any 
light, it isa topic of most imposing consideration. It takes hold. 
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of all our relations—enters into every department of life—con-. 
cerns every Variety of condition, and borrows sublimity even | 
from eternity. To elevate man is its grand and glorious object ;_ 
and let us asssure ourselves that to elevate him is to exalt-what- 
ever may be associated with his circumstances or identified with 
his fortunes. If, in the relations of this subject to popular lib- 
erty, we may. say, with } Montesquieu, ‘In a republic; the whole 
force of education is required, in respect to all other connec- 
tions, it may justly be declared, in the language of the commis- 
sioners to the legislature of one of our States, ‘ A comparison of 
the savage that roams through the forest with an elightened in- 
habitant of a civilised country, would be a brief but impressive’ 
representation of the importance of educatton.” 
Regarding these views as entitled to universal assent, the com- 
. mittee could not dismiss the subject. without an inquiry into the 
best means to accomplish so laudable an end as general educa- 
tion. A system of common schools; in which,.at least, the ne- 
cessary elements of a substantial English education should be 
thoroughly taught, appears to, be the only expedient that can an- 
swer the purpose. , No other plan has ever been devised that 
could meet the intellectual and social emergencies of the age. 
The advantages of academies and colleges are confessedly 

great, but they are limited both as to numbers and benefits. The 
estimate has been made that only about ten in every five hun- 
dred enjoy the opportunities of collegiate learning. Aside from 

this fact, so long as education jis subject to all the principles that. 
govern private enterprises, the utility of it is almost entirely con- 
fined to those who are able to pay for the expected gain. Such 
a system should be adopted by the legislature as to equalise, in a 
good degree, the facilities for instruction ; to provide for those 
who cannot provide for themselves ; and, above all, to give its 
direct patronage to a cause in which the welfare of the State is 
most vitally involved. A great point will be secured when the 
vigilance and authority of the State are directed to it; when it 
shall be every where looked to as the guardian of a sanctuary 
where mind receives the ministry of affectionate zeal and watch- 
ful culture ; and when public opinion is moulded by its acts into 
conformity with the urgent need of the times. It is not in the 
pecuniary aid that the State might be able to give, that the chief 
benefit lies, but in organising schools on a permanent foundation; 
in protecting them from the admission of unqualified teachers ; 
in reducing them to a regular machinery; and in operating 
through them on the public mind of theéommunity. To effect 
this object, a large fund is not absolutely necessary. The histo- 
ry of all such systems has most conclusively shown that it is 
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much more in the supervision to which they are subjected, by 
the appointment of a State officer, than in any other way, that 
the advantages are to be realised. The annual expenditure 
would not. be burdensome to the State, if the appropriations 
were ecqnomically applied. Such a fund as we now have may 
readily be made a starting-point. Other States have begun with 


‘a much smaller amount. One of them commenced with $25,000, 


and, matured from that beginning a most admirable and effective 
system. Only six States of the Union have at this day a larger 
school fund than Alabama possesses; and surely in the light of 


- this fact, we are most solemnly invoked to adopt some measures 


for the furtherance of this praiseworthy work. 

The committce would further state that the specific object of 
Mr. Waterson’s memorial’ bas received their close attention, and 
they deem it highly advisable for the legislature to respond favor- 
ably to the prayer of the petitioner. 

There appear to be above 300 deat mutes in Alabama. As 
such, they not only address our sympathies as men, but implore 
our aid as legislators. No form in which suffering humanity 
presents itself to us can be regarded as more worthy cf kind 
consideration. Such a condition is not the result of personal 
guilt. It stands, in singular isolation, from all moral agency, 
and links itself with the mysterious laws of ubpapproachable 


‘sovereignty. Providence has left the deaf and dumb without a 


parallel in human sorrow. Idiocy sinks under mind withheld, 
and insanity raves under mind withdrawn; but these unfortu- 
nate persons, possessing an orcinary share of intellectual vigor, 
with passions to stimulate and sensibilities to control action, are 
denied all communion and shut up in silence and solitude. If 
nature has endoWed them with talents and energy, it were pro- 
fane to imagine that she designed such gifts as a mockery to 
hope and a curse to life. Rather let it be supposed that the 
same overruling kindness, which permits the disease only be- 
cause it has provided the remedy, and allows the bane only when 
it has furnished the antidote, offers in this instance a partial re- 
paration for one of its most painful forms of evil. 

The benificent system of compensation under which ali life 
proceeds in the execution of its purpose, and the attainment of 
its destiny, is in nothing more impressively seen than in the ca- 
pacity for instruction and business which deaf mutes exhibit. 
The method of training established in France, some sixty years 
since, and introduced into this country about thirty years ago 
by Mr. Gallaudet, has beer found fully adapted to its object. 
The ordinary branches of education are not merely tanglit them, 
but provision is likewise made for their acquirement in the insti- 
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tutions of useful trades, so that they can be prepared to earn a 
respectable subsistence. Prompted by considerations of utility 
and benevolence, New York, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia, have made appropriations. through their respective le- 
gislatures, to educate deaf mutes; and go satisfactory have been 
the results of this expenditure of the public funds. that it is 
believed no case has occurred in which the appropriation has 
been withdrawn. No portion of our community have stronger 
claims upon us. None appeal to us with profounder feeling. 
None present the seal of Heaven's authentication more visibly 
stamped upon their mournful situation. . None without our aid - 
are more hopelessly and helplessly abandoned to despair. Par- 
ental love in most cases cannot aflord them the least aid. Or- 
ganized private benevolence cannot relieve them. It is for the 
State to prescribe and establish the means of their rescue from 
ignorance, want and, wretchedness, or they must continue to 
wither in sadness and destitution. ‘ 

Anxious as are the committee to witness prompt aud efficient 
action ou the part of this legislature in’ bebalf of the -deaf 
mutes, they are impressed with the necessity of caution and 
economy in whatever measures may be devised. To erect build- 
ings and furnish the requisite facilities for a complete institution 
seem to them to be inexpedieut at the present period; but they, 
believe that such an appropriation should at ouce be made as 
will indicate the spirit of the legislature, and start a commend- 
able enterprise. ‘The provisions of the ‘accompanying bill are 
so drawn ae to embody these views. 

In conclusion. the committee are vonstrained by every senti- 
ment of the public good, aud every consideration of legislative 
. duty, to urge once more upon tke legislature the propriety of 
earnest action on the sttbject of education. Throughout various 
sections of our State, it is not to be disguised that the people 
are restless and dissatished under the existing arrangements of 
the school fund and its applications. It is m our power to 
rectify no small number of the evils under which we are now 
laboring, nor cau we be faithful to the highest ae of legis- 
lation, if we are longer inactive on this vast subject. Nothing 
can be a substitute for State action in regard to it; and nothing 
we are well convinced, could be more welcome to our constitu- 
ency, or more honorable to our own State pride, than to exhibit 
a forward movement in. behalf of.an interest that so warmly 
commends itself to our virtue, our happiness, and our homes.

the assent of the stock-holders, and as we believe to be in viola- 
tion of the power and authority vested in the company by the 
act of incorporation, under which large sums of money have 
been expended; the right to regulate the tolls was conferred 
upon the company. This act is a contract between the State of 
Alabama and the stockholders, founded upon valuable consider- 
ation, in which the State agreed that this right should vest with 
the company ; and now it is attempted to assume the right con- 
ferred upon the company, and to coutrol it by the State, a party 
to the contract, which we believe the State has no right to do. 

By the Constitution of the United States, no State shall. pass 
any law impairiug the obligation of contracts. In the Constitu- 
lion of the State of Alabama, the following emphatic language 
sused: “No erpost facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
f contracts shall be made.” If then the act of incorporation 
rasa contract, the right to regulate tolls became vested in the 
ompany, and cannot now be divested by the State, so long as 
he company shall act within the purview of the charter. With- 
ut extending their views to greater length. we think that any 
tempt to alter or abridge the provisions of the charter without 
e consent of the individuals composing the corporation would‘ 


ot be valid, but an unauthorized interference with vested rights. ”

Hon. L. JAMES, Chairman of the Committee on Education: 

Sir—In reply to your note of inquiry in regard to the State 
library, I have to state, that there never has been, so far as I am 
advised, any law for the regulation or taking care of it, by any 
person or officer particularly designated. The library has at all 
times been accessible to any officer of the State, or member of the 
legislature, in search of iniormation. 

The joint resolution of the 4th of February, 1846,10 increase 
the State library, authorized the Secretary of State to exchange 
reports of the Supreme Court, so far as he was able to do so, for 
Niles’ Weekly Register, Elliott's Debates and Debates in the Vir- 
ginia Convention, and works illustrating the political history of 
the Federal and State governments. 

In executing the law, the Secretary of State encountered difi- 
culty on account of the scarcity and nigh price of the works re- 
ferred to, and the little demand for the reports outside of the State. 
Exchanges were made, however, for Niles’ Register, Elliotts De- 
bates, Washington, Jefferson and Franklin’s work. Some of the 
old congressional annals, and works of a miscellaneous character, 
coming within the restrictions of the resolution. These works 
were mostly placed in the Secretary of State’s office, for the greater 
convenience of gentlemen who desired to refer to them; and by 
this arrangement were saved from the ravages of the fire in the 
ae of the capitol. They are now in the Secretary of State’s 
otce, `

To the Senate of the Senaie of Alabama: 

I have carefully examined the bill to be entitled an act to in- 
corporate the Alabama and Mobile plank road company. 

A commanding sense of duty compels me to withhold. my ap- 
proval of this bill, the fourth section of the enactment is in 
these words: 

Be it further enacted, That to enable the said company to 
commence the construction, carry on, and complete the building 
of said road, the said company shall have the power, and they 
are hereby authorised to rasie by loftery such sum or sums of 
money as they may deem necessary and proper in one or more 
classes upon scheme or schemes as they may desire, and at such 
times and places, and in such manner and form as they may 
think proper, this section, you will observe, permits the corpora- 
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tion propsoed to be created to raise money by one or more lot- 
teries to advance its purposes. 

Lotteries are regarded as a most pernicions and deceptive 
species of. gaming eminently destructive of good morals, and 
should not be tolerated unless we are prepared to remove the 
inhibitions and penalties in respect to gaming.
